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[Music] from abc news a special two-hour edition of this week with sam donaldson and cokie roberts [Music] 
the portraits of tragedy america fights back what lies ahead for our country we're at war there's been an act 
of war declared upon america by terrorists and we will respond accordingly this morning we'll bring you the 
latest from america's leaders secretary of defense donald rumsfeld attorney general john ashcroft and new 
york senator hillary rodham clinton plus new york city mayor rudy giuliani senate intelligence committee 
members bob graham and richard shelby continental airlines chairman gordon bethune and delta airlines 
chairman leo mullen that's this week featuring george well now from washington sam donaldson and cokie 
roberts and from new york george stephanopoulos welcome to our program on this sunday the government 
and the country are slowly turning from the shock and horror of what happened last tuesday to the grim 
business of planning the future for terrorist enemies and for american life cookie that's right sam but the 
emergency work connected with those attacks is still a top priority today are there more terrorists still on the 
loose in this country who must be hunted down before they can strike and of course the recovery work at the 
attack sites is continuing george stephanopoulos has more on that from new york george it's going around 
the clock cokie and makeshift memorials are cropping up in the streets of new york and a service for the 
fallen rescue workers is planned to take place later today at st patrick's cathedral and wall street has run a 
complete systems check and says it's ready to go at the opening bell tomorrow we'll have more on all 
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bell tomorrow we'll have more on all that later in the broadcast but first we're going to check in on every 
aspect of this global crisis starting with the investigation and abc's john miller thank you george the fbi 
confirms that a second man has been charged in this case as a material witness the warrant was issued by a 
federal magistrate in new york the fbi is being very tight-lipped about who the man is or what information they 
believe he could provide they are still searching for 100 people for questioning in this case watch lists have 
been given to 18 000 police departments and circulated to airports around the country they're to be matched 
against flight manifests in case any of these people try to fly either domestically or internationally the search 
continues for the black box in the rubble of the world trade center it is the one that they still haven't been able 
to find out of the planes that crash one that they hope may contain more valuable clues that's it with the 
investigation at this moment now we go to terry moran near camp david with the president the president has 
no public events scheduled at the moment no meetings were being told of and he remains at camp david 
though all that could change his schedule is still closely guarded he went to church this morning at the 
chapel on camp david it is said to be one of his favorite places of worship yesterday he chaired a marathon 
meeting of his national security team a virtual war cabinet reviewing the investigation and the potential u.s 
response to these attacks and while we aren't being told much of what went on there it's clear from officials 
comments that those two things go hand in hand the investigation going not just to build a criminal case but 
to convince governments around the world and if you will the court of world opinion about the justice of the 


u.s response finally the president's also trying to get americans back to some degree of normal life suppose 
he's doing his part he's been out walking his dogs and now for more on what the military is doing here's john 
mcwethy at the pentagon on one side of the pentagon the work to recover bodies is still underway they have 
begun a demolition effort 
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effort trying to knock down the portions of the building that are leaning on other portions making it unstable 
still 102 people missing in that rubble they would like to find those remains elsewhere in the pentagon very 
serious war planning is underway we have been told that there are various small cells of military people 
beginning to pull together various target lists matching intelligence with capabilities it is a long and complex 
process we have also been told that there are a number of other things underway in this building but they 
they are warning that whatever the u.s does is going to be broad it's going to be intense and the american 
people have to prepare themselves not only for one huge set of military strikes but for a continuing battle one 
of the more important developments has been the change in the relationship between the united states and 
pakistan the u.s has asked for permission to use pakistani airspace and a number of other important things 
and for details on that we go to my colleague bob woodruff who is in islamabad pakistan john those relations 
are about to get a lot better sources within the pakistani government tell abc news that tomorrow a 
delegation of top diplomats from pakistan will go to kandahar in afghanistan and deliver a message to the 
taliban that they better turn over osama bin laden within three days or face massive strikes from the u.s 
government it is not clear if this message is originating that this diplomatic mission is originating from the 
pakistanis themselves or they're simply delivering a message from the united states the taliban have said 
over and over again that they will not give up bin laden but today they did call a massive meeting on tuesday 
of some of their top clerics possibly a thousand people for tuesday to discuss the defense of the nation 
clearly the noose is tightening around the taliban now it is getting very very hot now let's go 
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it is getting very very hot now let's go back to new york city and my colleague bill blakemore at the site of the 
world trade center bill as you can see over my shoulder the wreckage is still burning and smoldering on the 
sixth day rescuers tell us that when they tunnel into a new area looking for people alive that sometimes that 
lets air in and the flames with that new oxygen sometimes flare up again making their work harder but they're 
still going at it even though nobody has been found alive since the second day since wednesday engineers 
and expert rescuers tell us that they know of honeycombs of passages in the basements of the trade towers 
and other buildings around that where people could still be trapped alive so they're still crawling all over the 
wreckage working flat out even though they know that it's virtually certain that none of the more than 4 
hundred people still missing here will ever be found alive now here's lisa stark who covers transportation full- 
time she's just outside washington at dallas airport over 1400 commercial flights are in the air right now and 
all of the major airports remain open in the united states except washington's reagan national which is closed 
indefinitely it's not nearly as busy at the airports today as yesterday we're not seeing those horrendously long 
lines the airlines continue to increase the number of flights they are running most of the major carriers are 
operating at least half of their schedule delta is up to 70 percent the one exception is united it is operating 
less than one-third of its flights this has been an economic disaster for the airlines they are estimating that 
this week alone they have lost more than one billion dollars and now let's go back to sam donaldson in the 
studio sam thank you lisa earlier we heard the president say the country's at war and talking with reporters at 
camp david yesterday he elaborated in what that means for our enemies this act will not stand we will find 
those who did it we will 
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we will find those who did it we will smoke them out of their holes we will get them running and we'll bring 
them to justice joining us now to discuss this is the secretary of defense donald rumsfeld with whom we 
spoke within the hour welcome mr secretary good to see you thank you very much sam well how are we 


going to smoke them out as the president says well by taking the battle to them uh the the terrorist activity 
that we experienced this week and that others have experienced over the years is something that strikes just 
directly at our way of life the way of life of a free people and it is re to be realistic we have to recognize that a 
terrorist can attack in any time in any place using a variety of different techniques it may be an airplane one 
day it may be a ship or a subway or a car therefore the only thing we can do is what the president said we 
have to wage a war and it has to be taken to them where they are and it will be a broadly based sustained 
effort not in a matter of days or weeks but over years people think of the wars we've seen lately the kind of 
antiseptic wars where a cruise missile is fired off on shown on television landing in some smoke and so forth 
that is not what this is about okay that's not what this is about as you say the last time people thought about 
a war involving the united states to any extent it was the gulf war we saw large armies engage each other 
that's not this one is it the people we're dealing with have no armies or navies or air forces or battleships or 
carriers or capital cities even or high-value targets what they have is a a lot of people in the case of al-qaeda 
the network that is been designated as one of the prime suspects they may be operating in 50 or 60 
countries including the united states and that means that we will have to use 
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and that means that we will have to use the full weight of the united states government political diplomatic uh 
financial economic military and unconventional and and i would underline that let's talk about that because in 
1998 as everyone knows president clinton his administration lobbed in some cruise missiles at osama bin 
laden didn't get him at some of his bases i take it we're talking about something more than that indeed this is 
serious business we just lost more people than we did at pearl harbor we lost more people than we did all 
the way up until the civil war um it is and it's not over they are purposeful people they plan carefully and uh 
we have to be uh we have to get back to our lives but we have to do it with a heightened state of awareness 
secretary you're not going to tell me nor should you anything about military operations the specifics i 
understand that but i think very clearly you've said that this may require ground forces of some type if bin 
laden hides in that hole that the president talked about to smoke him out requires men on the ground yeah i 
mean cruise missiles do not get people who are operating in the shadows we need we we will need to do a 
host of things and i should underline these people these terrorists uh uh are clever and they're purposeful 
and they're well financed but they cannot function except with the tolerance of other countries with with 
countries real states uh that do have capitals that do have armies and navies and and do have high value 
targets and it is it is the fact that countries around the world have been harboring and permitting the terrorist 
activities and in some cases facilitating in other cases tolerating it that has to be dealt with as well we're told 
that a delegation from pakistan is going to afghanistan on monday to talk to the leadership of afghanistan the 
taliban and say to them very directly that they don't turn over bin laden and his associates they themselves 
will be at risk they 
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they themselves will be at risk they themselves meaning pakistan omar well my goodness the taliban has 
harbored and fostered and encouraged and and assisted uh the the al qaeda network uh there's no question 
about that but a cruise missile wouldn't work on them then either it would also require ground trips there it will 
take the full force of our government and our friends around the world political economic financial military and 
unconventional i'm not going to suggest what kind of operations we might have to contemplate but we do 
know that afghanistan is a country that has been at war for years it has ai suppose a gdp per capita of about 
eight hundred dollars about the price of a ticket from washington to l.a and there are not a lot of high-value 
cruise missile type targets there either and uh i bring up the business about ground troops not just to inflame 
the situation but we have already as other news organizations perhaps you yourself received emails from 
people in this country who worry about the loss of american life meaning the soldiers and sailors marines 
and all of the other service personnel what would you say to people who may have to face more losses on 
this battlefront against terrorism that that that what this war is about is our way of life and our way of life is 
worth losing lives for all right and and the the era of antiseptic warfare planes dropping bombs from 20 000 
feet cruise missiles flying off in the night no one getting hurt on the united states or the coalition side that will 


not work with this enemy let there be no doubt let me bring up a couple of things let me see if i can dismiss 
one thing immediately or maybe not there are some people who saying a tactical nuclear strike would be 
used can we rule out the use of nuclear weapons you know that subject we we have an amazing 
accomplishment uh that's been achieved on the part of 
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uh that's been achieved on the part of human beings we've had this unbelievably powerful weapon nuclear 
weapons since uh what 55 years now plus and it's not been fired in anger since 1945 that's an amazing 
accomplishment i think it reflects a sensitivity on the part of successive presidents that they ought to find as 
many other ways to deal with problems as is possible i'll have to think about your answer i don't think the 
answer was no the answer was that that we ought to be very proud of the record of of humanity that we have 
not used those weapons for 55 years and and we have to find as many ways possible to deal with this 
serious problem of terrorism and and if if sam you think of the loss of human life on tuesday and then put in 
your head the reality that a number of countries today have other so-called asymmetrical threat capabilities 
ballistic missiles cruise missiles chemical weapons biological weapons cyber warfare these are the kinds of 
things that are used in this era the 21st century and a germ warfare attack anywhere in the world would bring 
about losses of lives uh not in the thousands but in the millions let's talk about the special forces the delta 
force the rangers the seals other special units about 40 000 have been authorized but you have yet to 
appoint a civilian director of the special operations forces are you going to do that now we are going to be 
addressing the priorities in in the department and interestingly the review that we've just completed very 
much focused on homeland defense it focused on these so-called asymmetrical 
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focused on these so-called asymmetrical threats i've been talking about these problems since i assumed this 
post on at the request of president bush in january um we clearly uh we have a number of vacant posts that 
still haven't been confirmed uh in in the department but uh i'm sure that they'll be uh firm i'll bring it up 
because general shelton the outgoing chairman of the joint chiefs said on the first day your military is ready 
but is our military really ready to fight this kind of war we haven't made the full transition from being postured 
against a soviet union which no longer exists well indeed we haven't and and uh the general is absolutely 
correct when he says our armed forces are ready if if you mean as he did that that these are volunteer 
people who are willing to put their lives at risk any day any place on the globe and god bless them for them in 
terms of being good they have the tools in terms of being ready and transformed to deal with these 
asymmetrical threats the short answer is clearly we are not clearly we we are still to some extent organized 
and arranged to deal with the kinds of threats that are still there they're they're not uh gone but not fully 
arranged to deal with the new set of threats and and and that is that is why we have been focusing how 
quickly can you ramp up apparently there's not a lot of time to waste here no there isn't uh and and it is not 
something that can be done instantaneously although there is a good deal we can do but we will be working 
with the congress and i must say that the support we received from the congress uh on on these kinds of 
things has been very encouraging as well as the country and i've got a lot of confidence in the american 
people secretary a lot of people in washington in high places have told us recently on background are on the 
record that they expect more attacks there could be more attacks to what extent is the u.s military today this 
very day specifically i suppose the united states air force prepared to meet an attack like the one that came 
last tuesday sam you have to be 
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tuesday sam you have to be expectant and that's why the president said we should all have a heightened 
sense of awareness a terrorist can do any kind of an attack any place at any time it is not physically possible 
to defend every place at every time we have a combatant commander for europe we have one for the pacific 
we have one for the persian gulf we've never had a combatant commander for the united states under our 
constitution under our laws the united states military's task is to defend against foreign invasion and foreign 


threats the threat we saw recently was from a person in our country in one of our airplanes filled with our 
citizens this is a law enforcement job it is a job for the fbi and his job for the police just a minute and and we 
have a whole set of arrangements and rules that have existed since decades and what we need to do and 
what we are doing is to review those and ask ourselves how we have to shift our arrangements well sir 
excuse me for interrupting you but but along with other citizens i've seen the fighter planes now high-speed 
jets circling washington dc they're up there for a purpose and i suppose one of the purposes is that if god 
forbid another airliner is hijacked as we're talking they're going to take action am i right they they are up 
selectively in the united states they have been since this event we have not had air fighter aircraft protecting 
the united states for ages sure we do we have it in very selected places across the united states we had 
much broader uh several days ago we have a in 26 bases across the country we have pilots in fighter aircraft 
on today on strip alert available to take off in 10 to 15 minutes because i correct what does that do if it's a 
subway what does that do if it's a port what does that do if it's a ship what does that do if it's a truck bomb a 
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what does that do if it's a truck bomb a terrorist can use any of those techniques your point is well taken sir i 
understand that that couldn't do anything but if they try the same mo again and get on an airplane despite the 
increased security at the airports do you now have standing orders well thought out that can be implemented 
quickly to prevent a civilian airliner again with all the humanity aboard from striking the white house or the 
capitol or the pentagon once more we have in the certain parts of the country including washington we have 
aircraft in the air in other parts of the country we have them ready to take off the set of decisions that would 
have to be made as to whether or not a plane was threatening a high-value target in the united states are 
complicated and but the short answer is uh yes we have people who are prepared to do what might be 
necessary tuesday i'm told the faa notified someone in the pentagon that there was a rogue plane apparently 
headed toward washington but you didn't know it am i correct until it hit well i was in the pentagon and felt the 
shock of the attack and what did you think it was a bomb i had no idea i looked out the window and and 
raced down the corridors till the smoke was too bad and then went outside and saw the devastation and 
talked to an eyewitness who told me that that he had seen an aircraft plow into the pentagon between the 
first and second floor could you believe it no it's just it was a sight just amazing but today if the faa called 
you'd know it well yes but think about it sam uh if if the call came now let's take that plane that plane took off 
from dulles i'm told went west circled all around washington no one knew they knew it was off a flight path

knew they knew it was off a flight path they had no idea where it was going two senators from pennsylvania 
say they think the target was the capitol building do you know do you know how do you know what's in the 
mines there was the plane that crashed and and i would suspect that one of them was heading for the 
pentagon and one may have been heading for the white house uh or the capitol clearly they all had an 
assignment and this one found it and and came in and and uh hit the pentagon the um knowing it's filled with 
americans american airlines right on the side of it filled with our fellow citizens and uh and and without 
airplanes on alert i mean you don't have airplanes in the air day in and day out you couldn't afford to do that 
you didn't but do you you've just told selected selected places in this country you do today we do and we 
have some on strip alert but but who knows where the next terrorist attack will occur but one has to assume 
that it may it may be different than that one secretary thank you very much thanks for being with us let's uh 
all hope that it won't happen but i think you've made the point everyone needs to be on that guard indeed 
thank you secretary of defense donald rumsfeld cokey well now for some more analysis we turn to abc's john 
mcquessy at the pentagon the secretary of course did not give us details about what the military is planning 
but he he threw out the possibility of the use of ground troops what are you hearing cokey i am hearing that 
they are prepared to pull out all the stops you heard the secretary doing a number of important things he's 
communicating to the american public he's communicating to the news media that this is going to be a 
different kind of fight the nation must prepare themselves for a different reality one of those realities is 
probably going to be casualties among american forces the american public has had in the past few years 
little tolerance for casualties he is saying

tolerance for casualties he is saying we're going to have to probably put some kinds of troops on the ground 
in other countries to go after people who are believed to be responsible for these attacks and the american 
people must understand that there are risks in that kind of operation in the past the united states has not 
been willing to risk those casualties and that is the reason that we have not sent troops in to afghanistan for 
example when it was believed that osama bin laden was responsible for other terrorist attacks he's talking 
about 50 to 60 other countries in which the u.s believes there are terrorist cells including the united states i 
might add all of those countries are being put on notice by the u.s that the u.s needs a different level of 
cooperation there is going to be an us versus them kind of uh situation for the united states uh a lot of this is 
going to be law enforcement and diplomacy but there is definitely going to be military action there are going 
to be bombs dropping and there are probably going to be troops on the ground cookie thanks very much john 
mcquessy at the pentagon sam well joining us now is always george will hello george sam the president and 
others of course are trying to think through um what to do now in the aftermath of the attacks do you think 
those who organized those attacks last tuesday had considered the consequences that's the question sam 
did they ask themselves the question but then what it was admiral yamamoto's question he was the architect 
of course of the most successful surprise attack in military history the attack on pearl harbor the architect of 
what he really knew at the time would be a disastrous success admiral yamamoto knew the united states 
he'd studied at harvard he'd been a naval attache here in washington he knew the strength and vitality and 
probably a sense of the temper of this country and so when the leaders of japan called him in and said could 
you organize a surprise attack that would 
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organize a surprise attack that would devastate the american navy at pearl harbor he said yeah you develop 
me some shallow running torpedoes and i can do that and then i will run wild in the pacific for six months 
maybe a year but then what what he meant was but then japan would have on its hands an enraged 
industrial continental superpower which is not a good idea now today's enemies are not like yamamoto 
they're unlike him in two senses first they're not sophisticated and they do not understand the united states 
but also they do not present conventional targets such as the united states had in going after yamamoto's 
battleships and aircraft carriers particularly at midway so what's going on sam at camp david today is the 
president and his military and diplomatic aides are trying to decide how to bring the might of the united states 
to bear against a very unconventional set of targets well let's talk about that now in our round table where we 
give you our opinions and you can take them for whatever they're worth and of course george 
stephanopoulos joins us from new york george stephanopoulos let's start with you how do we combat this 
you've heard the secretary of defense but uh not very specific well he wasn't i think what was most striking 
about what the secretary of defense said was his answer to your question when you asked him whether or 
not we would rule out the use of tactical nuclear weapons and he very pointedly did not do that um i guess 
my question back to to the secretary on that uh matter would be what good would a tactical nuclear weapon 
do in in this situation when we are going against dispersed scattered cells in 50 to 60 uh countries and i think 
we obviously have to respond to this respond to this forcefully and make sure we get the perpetrators who 
committed these crimes and support the crimes but we also have to ask the question that george will just 
raised but then what how do we avoid a situation where the magnitude of our response ends up creating 
more suicide bombers more enemies more terrorists cookie what 
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more enemies more terrorists cookie what about that i mean whether it's an atomic weapon or just 
conventional forces the so-called collateral damage meaning civilian deaths are always there even if you try 
very hard to avoid them well i think if if they happen right now that they would be tremendous maybe maybe 
it's unfortunate but tolerance for that uh the civilian deaths in this country in the last week were of enormous 
magnitude uh so that i think that uh the the idea that the american people right now we know from the polling 
and from all the outpouring of the last week are very united behind the idea of going in and trying to do 


something to get the bad guys the problem is what is it we do where are they i mean as george said there's 
not a fleet to to bomb are we going to if we put in ground troops fine are we going to put them in 50 or 60 
countries i think not uh so the fine we don't have enough now but finding the right response is going to be an 
extremely difficult thing for the president and his team to do and making that response commensurate with 
the horror that happened in this country what is a measured response here we're not after a measured 
response we're after an effective response like the president said first of all he said we must be patient now 
that tells me that he's saying we're not going to do something simply to be cathartic i'm not going to have 
something like the doolittle raid over tokyo that made people feel good in april 1942. the first thing is to do no 
harm don't make matters worse we have been making matters worse for years treating arafat the most 
frequent foreign visitor to the white house in the last eight years was a terrorist a secretary of state in the 
united states mr christopher in four years visited syria a terrorist state sponsor of terrorism 24 times that's 
once every two months now we're sending all the wrong signals about being risk averse the reason mr 
rumsfeld was here trying to sensitize americans to what's coming is we fought a war in kosovo at 15 000 
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is we fought a war in kosovo at 15 000 feet because our primary military objective that trumped all others 
was to have no casualties but that has been the military's decision i mean the that has been something we 
have heard for the the powell doctrine go in quickly get in get out and take as few casualties as possible use 
massive military force that's also the powell doctrine and george stephanopoulos my information is it has 
been all this past week that when we strike if necessary we're going to use massive forces not just a team of 
24 seals that's right sam but but the most effective to pick up on what george wills is saying may not be this 
massive five hundred thousand uh troop and no i'm not talking about country thousand we're talking about 
enough to do it rather than just a few people hoping that by stealth somehow you can get that rabbit hole to 
get him out right although i think secretary rumsfeld he's and he underlined it during the interview he said the 
word unconventional will have unconventional responses he underlined that twice i think that could mean 
something like special forces seal teams supporting opposition groups in pakistan who will then go after the 
taliban in afghanistan massive and effective does not are not necessarily the same thing one of the important 
roles that congress is going to have to play here is to keep the american people patient because the the 
desire to do something quickly to have retaliation now to not uh go slowly into each of these places the way 
we've all been talking about is going to be enormous and congress has already come forward i'm told by my 
sources there that the cooperation is real it's not phony just for the cameras uh and and given the president 
the authority to do this but that also speeds up the idea of expectation of a retaliation immediately and it's 
going to be very hard to keep people patient cokey you're right but congress was also worried at the 
beginning i believe that the the early resolutions that the the white house and the administration were asking 
for were too open oh that's true covering too many 
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oh that's true covering too many countries they wanted to make sure they limited it i don't think the president 
will be limited at all nor should he be by any language in any resolution from congress that's not the way 
we've assigned constitutional powers look a senior administration official said to me on friday what can you 
do to afghanistan that afghanistan hasn't done to itself in a war against the soviets in civil war against one 
another in the last few years let me just second another thing we're not going to do sam we're not going to 
send a million-dollar cruise missile to blow up a 14 tent which is what we did two years ago well let me just 
challenge you one point george you say we're not going to be limited the president won't there is the war 
powers act and the resolution they passed on friday specifically says that this does not take the place of 
anything else in the book every president since the passage of that united war powers act has flagrantly 
ostentatiously ignored it and no that's wrong they have reported under it while saying it they they don't 
recognize it that he is he's he's right the truth is is that they have railed against it and called it unconstitutional 
but they have reported under it and followed its instructions and and the fact is it gives the president cover it 
makes it easier for him he then has the the support of the congress he goes back to the congress what 
happens is what no president has ever been denied what he has requested of the congress under the war 


powers who believes that if as they almost did if uh congress refused to authorize the use of force against 
iraq desert storm who believes george bush would have said well shucks i can't do it he'd have done it 
anyway george stephanopoulos before we end this roundtable talk about saddam hussein in iraq there are 
many people who say not only is he running a terrorist regime which fits the president's description but this is 
an opportunity to go in and finish the job there well i think a lot of people have thought that for an awful long 
time and there's no question or at least we have a lot of evidence that he's continued his support and 
building of weapons of mass destruction i think that one of the things the administration would have to be at 
least careful of in in this case again before 
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careful of in in this case again before they um have any kind of a ground invasion is to make sure that there 
is some tie with this particular terrorist act otherwise you run the risk of having an operation that destabilizes 
the entire middle east but i think there's one other possibility you see here given saddam's past crimes that is 
probably also contemplated in the congressional resolutions i i was struck yesterday when i spoke with two 
senators k bailey hutchison and john edwards who both said that they believe that the author that the 
resolution that they sent to the president um authorized assassination and and maybe in this case that might 
be the most effective response not only perhaps for saddam hussein but for some of the other terrorist 
leaders like osama bin laden well in the case of desert storm and perhaps now that we've declared a war 
against terrorism uh you take out a command and control center being the leader of a country baghdad 
which is where mr hussein lives is full of what the secretary of defense called high value targets the president 
has said this is the first war of the 21st century i think that may be wrong this may be the second act of the 
last american war of the 20th century the gulf war sodom hussein's fingerprints were all over the original 
bombing in 1993 the world trade center they said they're going to finish the job well someone sure as heck 
has and i do not believe that this was the work of a group unassisted by some government's intelligence 
services after the bombing of the world trade center in 93 the american government did not want this trace 
back to baghdad because that would have had real consequences would have compelled us to take actions 
it may not be impossible to avoid that conclusion have the last word here would congress agree to go along 
with a full-scale effort against saddam hussein at this point if there was any evidence at all that saddam 
hussein was in involved in this absolutely because that wouldn't just be a seal operation or a ranger 
operation that if you could do something that clean cut this would be a much easier operation 
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this would be a much easier operation okay folks stay with us george stephanopoulos and all of you because 
later on in the program we're going to talk about the consequences of these attacks and what the president 
may do on american life here at home how much freedom will we give up in the name of security and how 
will our economy be affected still ahead the chairman of continental airlines and delta airlines but first when 
we come back the latest on the investigation from attorney general john ashcroft and a look at the man 
believed to be responsible for the attack osama bin laden plus senator hillary rodham clinton and the two top 
members of the senate intelligence committee bob graham and richard shelby do stay with us [Applause] 
[Music] once again from washington cokie roberts [Music] the man who is suspected of masterminding the 
events of last week is osama bin laden who allegedly directs terrorists around the world from his hideout in 
afghanistan one of the few reporters who's interviewed bin laden is abc's john miller he joins us now from 
new york john morning cokey osama bin laden is already charged criminally here in the united states not in 
this case but in an earlier one he is already on the fbi's 10 most wanted list there is already a 5 million reward 
for his capture bin latin has long been a man in hiding moving every 24 to 48 hours oh my god there we go 
each day since the attacks on new york and washington the bush administration comes one step closer to 
accusing osama bin laden of carrying out the largest mass murder in history there is no question he is what 
we would call a prime suspect and if he thinks he can hide and run from the united states and our allies he 
will be sorely mistaken bin laden has 
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he will be sorely mistaken bin laden has publicly denied being behind other attacks the u.s has accused him 
of but intelligence analysts say bin laden plays a shrewd game of propaganda foreshadowing each attack 
with the release of a videotaped threat just three weeks ago bin laden said his followers had a big surprise 
coming for israel and america perhaps the first example of that pattern was the 1998 abc news interview that 
introduced bin laden to the american public that night on a mountaintop in afghanistan bin laden told me we 
do not differentiate between those dressed in military uniforms and civilians they are all targets six weeks 
later two u.s embassies in east africa were simultaneously bombed 225 people almost all of them civilians 
were killed bin laden has been charged by the justice department with ordering that attack the fbi has sent 
out a watch list to police and the airlines a hundred names people wanted for questioning including some 
men they believe were trained in bin laden's afghanistan camps men they believe are here in the u.s if we 
believe that there's somebody in the united states who was associated with with this conspiracy and we had 
evidence upon which to base a charge we would have and would level that charge but what proof will the u.s 
offer to link bin laden to this latest largest attack investigators are hoping to capture suspects they believe 
are still here who may be able to provide some of those links john miller abc news new york and joining us 
now is attorney general john ashcroft the attorney general has been meeting with the president at camp 
david and he's near there now thank you for being with us this morning it's my pleasure now you have heard 
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it's my pleasure now you have heard secretary rumsfeld say this is not over these terrorist attacks are not 
over what can you tell us to expect here as american citizens well obviously we know that the terrorists 
networks are substantial there are thousands of individuals around the world this is a turning point in our 
history when we've had this kind of massive attack inside our own borders we've launched a major 
investigation the most significant investigation in the history of the united states to develop an awareness of 
how we can curtail or prevent otherwise impede disrupt disconcert any terrorist effort in the united states and 
we're going to make that the focus of our endeavor i'll be going to the hill in the next couple days with a 
series of legislative proposals that will strengthen our capacity there are priorities that have been reflected in 
law enforcement that haven't included terrorism in the past and we're going to try and get those priorities 
realigned so that we indicate as the number one national priority of the united states and our laws that we 
would prevent and curtail terrorism that we would disrupt its capacity to impair our way of life well i want to 
ask you about those legislative changes in just a minute uh general but first let me ask you some questions 
about the ongoing investigation you have 25 people that you have taken in for questioning do you think those 
people are participants in the plot will they be arrested well we're going to pursue leads we've got some 40 
000 tips that have been given to us over the internet over five thousand on the telephone i'm not going to 
comment on each individual case or on individuals but our effort is not just to find out who was involved in 
this plot but our effort is to detect the scope 
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but our effort is to detect the scope and extent of the international terrorist networks that are in the united 
states and disrupt them and to make very difficult any reoccurrences now as you know some critics are 
saying this is locking the barn door after the horse gets out why hasn't the fbi been all over these terrorist 
cells if we know they're here in the united states already well there is a terrorism effort in the united states 
and abroad and a great deal has been done in recent times to disrupt the efforts of terrorists obviously this 
particular terrorist attack was not disrupted but others were we're going to sort out all the facts about this but 
our important effort now is to do what we can to develop measures to prevent further attacks the president 
has appropriately said that americans need to be at work operating as americans but he has also 
appropriately said that we need to have a heightened awareness of this turning point in our history where the 
war of terrorism has visited the shores of the united states there are some news reports that quote law 
enforcement officials saying that there were up to 30 other targets of the this particular group of terrorists can 
you confirm that uh i'm not in a position to confirm that uh and that atlanta was one of the targets i'm not in a 
position to confirm that uh there are those who say that the uh the [ ___] this country is falling into saddam 
hussein's trap you might have heard george will referencing that earlier uh that osama bin laden takes credit 


for some of these things but he is really working at hussein's direction is this investigation putting too much 
emphasis on osama bin laden and not looking at other terrorists in the world this investigation understands 
that terrorism is a worldwide threat it's a variety of networks it obviously understands that osama bin 
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it obviously understands that osama bin laden is a key part of a number of terrorist organizations and 
operations but we have not in any way limited our investigation or our understanding of these difficulties to to 
the uh al qaeda al-qaeda or the osama bin laden network organization we consider terrorism to be a 
challenge to our way of life generally and while he has been named as a prime suspect we are not limiting 
our investigation or excluding other other options and before we get to the legislation one other thing we 
have heard from some in law enforcement that there's the possibility that these terrorists when you heard the 
secretary raising the possibility that terrorists could use biological chemical warfare uh do you have evidence 
that any of that has been planned and what are we doing to protect against it well obviously our effort is to 
disrupt uh and to incarcerate export deport people who are involved in terrorist activities chemical and 
biological agents are very dangerous and we have last week for example alerted those responsible for the 
infrastructure and the components of vital services in the united states to be especially aware and sensitive 
we'll take every action to protect our resources we we need to have a heightened sense of awareness mr 
secretary mr general you will be the legal authority for any kind of military action we take you serve on the 
national security council what is your opinion of this question of whether assassination is legal under these 
circumstances well the president of the united states has indicated that we are at war and he's uh very 
concerned i'm not going to talk about any particular policies i just think it's important for us to know 
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it's important for us to know that the nation is uh being led by a president who understands the gravity of 
these issues and has indicated that uh he he believes that there was an act of war perpetrated on the united 
states and we're going to do those things that are necessary to protect the interests of the united states 
would you like to see congress remove the stricture against assassination i'm not going to comment on on 
those protocols at this time what about let's turn to congressional action would you like to see congress uh 
allow for more surveillance we do need to have improved surveillance capacity we need for the laws relating 
to terrorism to at least give us the same kind of surveillance and search capacity that we have against 
organized crime and in some areas that's that's disparate now it's different it's easier to investigate someone 
involved in illegal gambling schemes than it is to involve to investigate someone involved in terrorism for 
phone taps for example our law now provides that we have to get a new order every time we go to a new 
telephone or to a different jurisdiction with a phone we need for our phone tap legislation to follow an 
individual so that no matter where an individual goes we have the capacity to develop the surveillance the 
intelligence information from from that kind of phone tap and those are the kinds of things we're going to be 
talking with leadership on the hill about immediately about uh helping now the hill has been very helpful so 
far uh it is to be commended for its response in terms of the resources to fight this scourge of terrorism at 
this turning point in our history but we're going to ask them to assist in providing new tools to upgrade and 
strengthen those tools we have to fight terrorism as you know general there's been some hesitation in 
congress up to this point about that because of concerns about privacy uh concerns about american civil 
liberties are you seeing are you saying that we 
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are you seeing are you saying that we should put those concerns aside for now well take a look at a couple 
of these things there's no reason why a terrorist should have greater privacy rights than a person in 
organized crime is simply not a concern about privacy that we're talking about in that setting it's just the fact 
that we haven't assigned the priority to terrorism privacy previously in legislation that we need to assign now 
we do need to take the steps necessary technology has outpaced the old wiretap laws it used to be thataa 
telephone was what someone used in his or her own home now telephones travel there are disposable 


phones for example and it's time for us to have a wiretap law that reflects the fact that what we're really 
interested in in is not what a phone is or whose particular phone it is but in our ability to tap the 
communications of a specific suspect individual upon whom uh we've gotten a court order to surveil their uh 
their communication now what about another question along those lines some terrorism experts say the best 
way to protect airlines for instance is through passenger profiling you have been against racial profiling and 
law enforcement what about passenger profiling for the airlines which might have stopped some of these 
people well i'm against using race as a profiling uh component we will have a tough airline security system 
and we will ask everyone to to respond to a more secure more demanding regime that relates to passengers 
on airlines i believe profiling people based on their race is unconstitutional we will do everything within the 
constitution to promote the security of our airlines and i believe having tough security responsibilities and 
requirements for airlines generally is the answer in terms of airport security what about putting sky marshals 
onto airplanes as the israelis do well we have done that in the past and that's certainly one of the options 
which 
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which i believe would be appropriate and i i i would say that the justice department has already offered that 
some of our law enforcement officials whether they be border patrol agents or u.s marshals could be made 
available to the transportation system to elevate our security in this specific time of of of need and finally mr 
general do you expect any more arrests today do you expect any further developments in the investigation 
today well when you have 4 000 agents working and you have interviews being conducted questioning of 
individuals who may have information at any time developments can happen in terms of arrests and arrests 
as they relate perhaps to the criminal and terrorist activity or arrests for purposes of detaining individuals so 
that they can be maintained as witnesses and so it'd be inappropriate for me to signal any in particular but 
when we have this kind of effort the most massive investigation in the history of the united states i think we'll 
be expecting developments thank you very much attorney general john ashcroft joining us from near camp 
david now for some analysis we go to abc's pierre thomas uh pierre what you heard there and what you've 
been hearing about the investigation tell us about it well one of the things that struck me about what ashcroft 
said today is that there was sort of a tacit admission that the united states does not have a firm handle on the 
number of terrorist organizations operating within the united states one official i talked to yesterday said look 
we're not thinking that anything is imminent but we just don't know to give you an example of what i'm talking 
about two men were picked up the day of the attacks near texas they were riding an amtrak train my sources 
tell me they had box cutter knives they also had 25 000 in cash these two men have been flown to new york 
according to my sources and there's some indications right now 
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and there's some indications right now according to my source that they have ties potentially have ties to the 
hijackers now again it's another example that these groups were widespread operating for quite some time 
cokey and they are trying to get a handle on that and it's very worrisome worrisome to them okay thanks very 
much abc's pierre thomas joining us now is the chairman of the senate intelligence committee bob graham 
he joins us from miami thanks for being with us senator graham thank you cokey senator graham you have 
been quoted as saying that that these incidents are not over that this set of terrorist incidents are not over 
can you tell us what you mean by that i had a briefing as recently as this morning by the cia and they 
indicated the following one that the evidence that they had gathered thus by far increasingly did focus 
attention on sunni extremists and specifically the bin laden group second that there was also evidence that 
there might be other groups including other terrorist groups outside of afghanistan that might be involved in 
this tragic situation and that third this was not a necessarily a single act on tuesday but rather part of a larger 
plan there might be further aspects of that plan yet to be played out both within the united states and outside 
given that what should this country be doing should people be going on airplanes going back to work going 
to ball games uh we have got to begin to resort to resume normal life but normal life is not going to be the 
same as it was on monday there will be substantially greater security i flew on a plane yesterday and will do 


so again today and was impressed with the additional restrictions that were imposed but we cannot allow the 
terrorists to win the ultimate victory of making them like them making us be a society that gives up its 
freedom and 
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a society that gives up its freedom and liberties and begins to to act in the cowardly way that terrorists do of 
course the fact that they were able to succeed has been attributed to a massive failure of intelligence do you 
see that as a massive failure of intelligence and do you think that the cia chief george tenet should resign i 
do not believe that george senate should resign i believe that he has served this nation uh well and 
honorably uh what you don't know in this battle against terrorism are all the victories that have been won 
because those are all uh one uh in the darkest shadows of confidentiality uh this was clearly a failure uh who 
uh precisely or what institution or what failure of resources or others was responsible is something that we'll 
have to know later the senate intelligence committee is going to be introducing legislation next week which 
will deal with some of the issues that we think were probably involved including the fact that we need to have 
someone in charge of the u.s federal government's responsibility for terrorism we have too much terrorism 
bizarre we need to have a if you want to use that term we need to have someone who has some who has the 
ability to establish a national program allocate resources and be held accountable for our response against 
terrorism now there are criticisms that there were clinton-era regulations forbidding the employment of 
certain foreigners to penetrate terrorist organizations essentially they didn't want to do business with bad 
guys do you think those should be lifted yes essentially what those regulations restricted was the ability of 
intelligence agencies 
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was the ability of intelligence agencies particularly the cia to employ people who had had suspect 
backgrounds the fact is koki if you're going to get someone who has the capability of getting close to one of 
these terrorist cells you're not likely to start looking in a monastery to find them they're going to be people uh 
who have had some prior association and probably have had some prior involvement in the activity that 
those regulations should be lifted the other criticism is that the people who actually do have those kinds of 
human resources in those organizations are the russians uh but that to get the russians to cooperate with us 
they have always asked for a quid pro quo on chechnya is there any way of getting to those russian assets 
well i was in pakistan two weeks ago and prior to that had some briefings with russian officials as to their 
attitude towards afghanistan and frankly they are very concerned about the taliban uh it not only is a 
destabilizing force on their southern border but it also is a major source of uh drugs particularly heroin 
coming north into russia so do you think they will now cooperate with us i believe that russia will assist us in 
our efforts to eliminate the terrorists in afghanistan the finally senator do you think that the stricture against 
assassination should be lifted yes in fact it has largely been lifted and let me say this is not a legislative 
restriction this is an executive order that goes back to president ford and has been renewed by every 
president since that time but if you're going to deal with a terrorist uh there is no way to do it preemptively 
other than to be able to use the strongest force to to prevent them and eliminate their capability to attack 
american citizens and if that means that we have to have the authority 
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means that we have to have the authority to assassinate people before they can assassinate us yes we 
should free that stricture and the president united states can do it at his will thank you so much senator bob 
graham chairman of the intelligence committee thank you sam welcome all during this program we've been 
talking in one way or another about osama bin laden the shadowy figure thought to be in afghanistan who is 
the prime suspect obviously behind the attacks this last tuesday americans do not have to agree with what 
he did but it might serve us well to see if we could understand if we can why he did what he did and joining 
us to discuss that is john miller in new york abc's pierre thomas at the fbi and of course john mcweathy our 
man at the pentagon john miller what motivates osama bin laden i mean he's been described as someone 


who simply hates america but is there more to it than that osama bin laden uh fought valiantly against the 
russian invasion of afghanistan he led troops he brought money resources from his family's billion dollar 
empire and after the afghan war returned to saudi arabia where he was regarded as a young hero i think the 
turning point for bin laden was during the gulf war when american forces came to base in saudi arabia to uh 
to launch the the iraqi war bin laden fought very hard against the saudi royal family to say don't let these 
americans come here they will occupy our holiest lands with their military they will stay here and use that 
military to support israel from our holy lands and he essentially said if we could run the russians out of 
afghanistan we can certainly fight saddam hussein or whoever we have to from invading our country we 
don't need the americans to protect us well john miller you talk about the american support for israel is bin 
laden trying to get the united states to stop supporting the state of israel does he think he can do that that's a 
key goal bin laden has essentially three things on the table 
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essentially three things on the table one first and foremost the us military out of saudi arabia and off the 
arabian peninsula number two and support for israel he considers us our support of israel to give israel the 
license and a larger cudgel over the palestinians and of course his fate is very high on i mean their fate is 
very high on his list and to end the bombing of iraq now interestingly osama bin laden has never been a big 
fan of saddam hussein's but he claims it's another instance of the u.s attacking islamic people and affecting 
the lives of innocent women and children the embargo and so on that is his basic agenda and i think the acts 
of terrorism which are getting closer and closer to the heart of america i think they're right there now this 
week are designed to make americans sit up and say who is this guy and what does he want and what do 
we need to do to make him stop pierre thomas who is this guy and the people who work with him this man is 
far different from somebody the fbi normally deals with a bank robber a crime of kidnapping something for 
money i mean if he and his associates are motivated by enough will to simply immolate themselves along 
with other innocent people how does the fbi get at them well that's one of the difficult things they're studying 
right now sam one of the things i might point out is the united states has so many people coming into the 
country through airlines and various other means one source told me this week is how do you deal with that 
part of the way that you stop terrorists is simply having information about them but these are people that 
change their ideas repeatedly these are people that are constant constantly on the move and one source told 
me they do not have a good handle the fbi is very good after a crime has taken place to track them down 
they're less good at finding people before an operation takes place well pierre in this case we now know 
some of these people were integrated in american society lying low it's reminiscence of the cold war where 
the sides planted spies who were told don't do anything for 10 or 15 years and then emerge 
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for 10 or 15 years and then emerge it's almost impossible to get a line on them ahead of time isn't it well 
that's very very difficult what they need a better job of doing is trying to get a sense of who's coming into the 
country and i had a custom service official tell me we have to start to look at the number of people coming 
into the united states if you look back to the millennium scare last year one source said they we were very 
very lucky to find that man crossing out west with bomb bomb making material in his truck if the man had 
gotten through we would have had a very devastating attack last year john mccarthy you talked earlier about 
special operations in trying to smoke these people out of their holes abroad that the u.s military may go after 
how does a special ops team work different from what of course we're used to seeing on the normal 
battlefield one of their specialties is surveillance sam you can put some of these teams in other countries 
they can sit for weeks at a time on mountaintops at some risk to their lives and they can surveil movements 
and activities they can plant listening devices in various places that allow the us to have a much better 
handle but one of the things that the nation must understand here sam when when we're listening to 
government officials talk about changes in the law here it is not just going to be the military that's going to go 
after them they are looking at as various of the guests have just said changing the laws on not only 
assassination and phone tapping but they're also going to be talking and are talking privately about trying to 
change regimes what are the rules going to be for dealing with american directed cyber attacks on other 


governments installations one of the things they're going after is osama bin laden's bank accounts and have 
been for a very long time but if they are unleashed with the american ability to attack some other financial 
institutions 
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attack some other financial institutions via cyberspace that is another whole dimension of the way the us is 
going to be going after this network thank you john john miller have the last word here not been down before 
not on this scale but the use of military forces to effectively as they say in the police business make a collar 
is uh something that we tried in panama with a massive conventional force to make a narcotics arrest of 
president noriega yet even with a high profile character even with noriega being who he was it took us days 
to find him and there was a siege the more dramatic example of course was mr aid in somalia where u.s 
special forces went in seeking to arrest him to capture him not only did they not affect that but we had us 
helicopters shot down the bodies of service men dragged through the streets uh so much so that the 
president had to pull those forces out just because of american opinion of what were we doing there and why 
were we suffering these losses so to go after osama bin laden who's much better at hiding than either of 
these other two targets in a much wider area in a place where people are going to be committed to fight they 
certainly demonstrated that against the russians is a really tall order to use the army to make an arrest thank 
you john miller and pierre thomas and john mccarthy well while we've been talking and concentrating on 
osama bin laden and how the united states will attempt to hunt him down and his associates of course here 
in washington and of course in new york the grim work of recovery and going over those debris continues 
and george stephanopoulos you've been following that that is still the number one job here sam and they are 
still calling it importantly search and rescue they don't want to make that [___] shift yet to recovery in in 
because they still want to hold out some hope and they still do hold out some hope that some of the people 
may still be found late last night i got an up close and exclusive visit of the tour site with new york police 
commissioner bernard carrick three nights ago this place i mean all over here was covered covered 
saturated with the 
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saturated with the debris and they've cut a lot of it down they've taken a lot of stuff out they've had lines of of 
cops and farming mostly farming uh just lines a few thousands of guys have been up in there digging uh 
through the debris looking for survivors and uh and this is what's left we have a couple thousand guys 
working around here the firemen you know these guys are they're going into certain spots where we think 
where they believe there may be voids or holes or vacuums and we've got to be careful uh there's six or 
seven floors underneath this that they're climbing down into what do you think when you look at those ruins 
it's all you can call it how much longer can you go with this pace cleaning up this we're gonna go until it's 
over any idea how long that's gonna be i have no idea don't know don't care we're gonna go until it's over as 
long as it takes and that's exactly the message delivered by carrick's boss new york mayor rudy giuliani i 
spoke with him earlier today mr mayor i know you've been getting by on very little sleep so thanks very much 
for taking the time to be with us this morning thank you george let me start i was i was down on the site last 
night with commissioner carrick and they seemed to be making great progress last night in cleaning up that 
area what's what's the latest from your view they are they are making great progress i flew i flew over 
yesterday coming back from the firefighter funerals and i had fun over it the day before and just in one day 
the progress is enormous if if you need numbers to sort of uh visualize it we've moved removed about 21 
000 tons of debris we've had about 1200 trucks truckloads that were taken out over the last several days and 
they they've cleared they've also 
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and they they've cleared they've also cleared all the road roadways so that you can now do you can now do 
a lot of the recovery activity a lot easier so it should go even faster now and let's hope and pray that we can 
recover some people that's our real hope it's everyone's hope mr mayor but no one has been rescued i think 


since wednesday and i know this is a delicate issue for the families but when do you make the decision to 
switch this from a search and rescue operation to a pure recovery effort when i'm told by the experts police 
fire the fema federal experts and state experts but i'm told by them that that's no longer a realistic possibility 
and uh they all tell me now that although obviously it's very difficult and the possibilities are are small there is 
still hope so as long as there's hope then then we have we have to proceed in that direction i don't i don't 
know the timing of it george do you have any idea any idea of how long that will be for as long as it takes i it 
really isn't for me to uh to assess that there are people who have done these rescue operations you know in 
the past and they believe that now and over the next several days there's still hope particularly given the fact 
that there are large tunnels under the world trade center we don't know what damage has been done to them 
until we can remove the rest of this debris probably at that point we'll have a better idea okay and i know 
you're committed also to opening up on wall street tomorrow but there's an awful lot of debris downtown 
there's still some very spotty electricity and phone service are you worried at all that wall street will just be 
overwhelmed by this influx of 75 to 100 000 workers uh we've done everything we can uh to test that we had 
dry runs on saturday we're going to have them today we opened we opened the subway lines and sent a lot 
of people down yesterday to make sure that uh that things will work on monday so we're 
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that things will work on monday so we're we're hopeful that that it will uh that it'll work i mean it's time to try to 
get back as much as possible to normal not only will the stock exchange be open but the mercantile 
exchange will be open which is which is actually just to the west of the hot zone so we're trying to get 
commercial activity back to normal it's important for new york it's important for the american economy that we 
do that what do you say about security what do you say to people who are worried that some crazy might 
take this as an opportunity to launch another strike what measures have you taken don't uh don't don't let 
them frighten you and don't let them stop you you know the last couple of days when i've had a little time i've 
uh been reading about the battle of britain and uh what what the people in england had to go through when 
they were being bombed every day and here's what they did they they took security measures that were 
necessary they had bomb shelters and they protected each other and they helped each other and their 
hospitals operated at full at full bore but they went about their normal lives as best as they could because 
they weren't going to show fear and they weren't going to be fearful we do not want these cowardly terrorists 
to have us in any way alter our american way of life and i'd like new york to demonstrate that to people this 
may go on for some time we have to end terrorism i believe the united states government is committed to 
that and it's going to require us here in america to go about our way of life and not have them in peril and 
new york should be an example of that since we seem to be along with the pentagon in washington the first 
place in which they've attacked us and we don't want them to stop us you've been so praised for your 
leadership in this crisis there's even been some talk of maybe having some sort of write-in campaign or other 
measure to keep you in office is there any way that could happen no no no the uh the reality is that there'll be 
a new mayor on january 1st and i will do everything that i can to make certain that whoever that new mayor 
is that they're uh they're as prepared and as ready and 
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they're as prepared and as ready and able to go forward with this as i am right now and um there's nothing 
fortunate that happened in this situation but at least it happened at a time in my administration where we've 
been through a lot of crises a lot of emergencies i have a tremendous police department fire department 
emergency services the commissioners commissioner carrick and commissioner von essen are enormously 
skilled and experienced so i i think we'll be able to get through this this initial part of it and we'll be able to do 
a transition that prepares the next administration for what for what it has to deal with well thanks for all your 
work mr mayor thanks very much thank you george and thank you very much when president bush visited 
the disaster site in new york city friday among the officials who accompanied him was the junior senator from 
new york hillary rodham clinton all traces of partisanship wiped away senator clinton joins us now from our 
new york studios welcome senator good to see you thank you very much sam well it's true isn't it i mean the 
bushes and the clintons have engaged in healthy uh normal uh political debate in this country like so many 


others and now at the moment that's all behind us isn't it well you know sam that's what's so great about our 
country now in this moment of crisis we're united we're behind our president and we're moving forward 
together i can't say enough about the extraordinary support that new york has received from the president 
from my colleagues in congress on both sides of the aisle and i know that we're going to have whatever 
support new york needs in order to rebuild lives and rebuild our city i read a couple of op-ed pieces in a 
couple of new york newspapers suggesting that president bush should have come earlier i mean do you 
think he should have come earlier oh sam i i don't see any reason to engage in that kind of second guessing 
i was delighted that the president got here as soon as uh security and other considerations could be taken 
care of we went with him to the site i'd been 
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we went with him to the site i'd been there earlier on wednesday and when i saw him in the oval office on 
thursday both senator schumer and i uh were delighted that he was going and that he was going to see 
firsthand what we saw because i think as anyone will tell you who's been down there uh as good a job as 
you and all of our colleagues in journalism and especially on television have done describing what happened 
you really cannot imagine what it looks like and feels like until you either fly over it or you see it as i have and 
your daughter chelsea was what 12 blocks away when it happened yeah she was in the area staying with 
friends and both chuck schumer and i were spending the early moments of this disaster trying to make sure 
that our daughters were okay we were lucky they they were but a lot of people haven't been as fortunate and 
you know when i was at the armory yesterday visiting with families who are still hoping that their loved one 
will be rescued they have their pictures in hand and the stories that they want to tell i just couldn't help but 
feel both grateful for the fact that my daughter was all right but having a redoubled commitment to doing 
everything i could to help those families that are going to have to face the reality of having lost a child or a 
husband or a father or mother it's terrible let's talk about american life now though what happens in the future 
from the standpoint of the question of security versus relaxation or giving up some of the freedoms that 
we've enjoyed in this in this country how far do we go for instance on airline security well i think everyone 
recognizes we have to tighten security we have to do whatever it takes to keep our people safe including 
profiling senator well i think we have to do whatever it takes sam and i believe that you know tuesday 
changed everything tuesday was a day that america has never ever had to experience and i hope to heaven 
that we never have to again but we are in a war situation and we're 
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but we are in a war situation and we're going to have to do things that people do in times of war i just heard 
your interview with the mayor and i think he's right to look at examples in history like the battle of britain 
many of us have been studying uh what others did to carry on and we know that we have to make trade-offs 
in convenience in our freedom of movement without undercutting or losing our way of life and our values 
which are really what make make america special and great and we can't ever let anyone uh undermine that 
did we get on airplanes now and if there are people of middle east origin american citizens for all we know on 
that airplane uh do we have a problem you know sam yesterday at the armory when i was talking with the 
relief workers um and the families of missing people i saw every kind of american you know one family came 
up you know holding the pictures of having lost both a son and a daughter-in-law they were muslim 
americans other families were telling me the story of you know their daughter who had just gotten married 
and would never they thought be with them again every shade of skin color every kind of background this 
was a blow at new york and in america and all we are and that's why i ask you something about profiling 
because you Say it takes do everything it takes that's right does it take profiling well you know i think that's 
going to be up to the law enforcement experts and i think we have to be cautious we have to be careful but 
let's not go overboard and start you know pointing fingers at arab americans at muslim americans who are 
just as devoted americans as you or i are we have to find the terrorists no matter where they are here at 
home or abroad and we have to strike at their sources of funding and support but we have to do so with the 
full Knowledge that we cannot 
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knowledge that we cannot let anyone anywhere change the character of america so yes we're going to take 
every precaution every security measure that is required but we're not going to let anyone undermine our 
way of life and we're certainly not going to let law-abiding decent patriotic americans no matter what their 
religion or their background be in some way pointed out or harassed before i let you go speak to this issue of 
more deaths in this country perhaps for service personnel one of the reasons given and i would like you to 
respond to this that your husband when he was in office used cruise missiles against osama bin laden and 
did not try to mount a ground operation was a belief that the american public just wouldn't stand for 
casualties in our armed forces was that one of the reasons and what about the future when it comes to 
casualties in the armed forces you know sam as i say i think everything changed on tuesday i think the 
american people have a much greater awareness of the enemy that we face and the sacrifices that will be 
necessary i'm absolutely confident that the president and his advisers uh we'll put together a plan that uh will 
take into account the great difficulty we face you know i have some uh knowledge of what the terrain uh in 
that part of the world is like i have a little sense of history uh the successive uh attempts to try to conquer or 
invade or control afghanistan the most recent being by the former soviet union this is an extraordinarily 
difficult undertaking but we have to use any and all means that we believe will create conditions that will lead 
to the kind of positive outcome that we want yes there will be sacrifices and there will be losses but we have 
to proceed in a prudent and effective manner so in a word if we have to take casualties in this war against 
terrorism we're just going to have to accept that sam we just took casualties in new york city we took maybe 
5 000 casualties we took them at the pentagon 
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took them at the pentagon we have already had men and women innocent civilians killed in this war and 
we've lost some of the bravest people you could ever meet our firefighters our police officers our emergency 
personnel who went in there they were the front-line soldiers in this war against terrorism we've already 
taken casualties now we are facing a an implacable foe who stands against our way of life and our values 
and this is a war that we have to pursue but we have to do it in an effective and prudent manner and it's 
going to take the patience of all of us and that's why i think everyone has to support our president and all 
those who are attempting uh to find the source of this terrorism and stamp it out thank you very much 
senator clinton for being with us today thank you by the way uh the official casualty figure has just gone over 
five thousand five thousand and ninety seven missing uh figure is uh the one we're getting now still ahead 
the airlines respond to questions about their security and their survival continental ceo gordon bethune and 
delta ceo leo mullen will join us plus a look at how the u.s financial markets might react when they reopen 
tomorrow with goldman sachs international's bob hormats right after this [Music] once again from new york 
george stephanopoulos [Music] as we just heard the number of missing continues to climb now above 5000- 
5097 and the attack and its aftershocks have been devastating to the airline industry airline officials are 
already lobbying for a bailout on capitol hill in a moment we'll speak with the ceos of 
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in a moment we'll speak with the ceos of continental and delta airline but first here's abc's lisa stark at dulles 
airport well george even before tuesday this year we're shaping up as an economic disaster for the industry 
now it is an economic catastrophe previously it was estimated the airlines would lose about three and a half 
billion dollars this year it's now estimated it could be more than three times that much as we've mentioned 
they've already lost one billion dollars this week alone and those losses will continue they are fearful that 
fearful passengers will stay away from the airlines in droves and we are already hearing this morning that 
300 flight attendants with northwest airlines are taking unpaid leave because they are too traumatized to fly 
in addition to losing all of this business the airlines have dramatically increased cost now because of all of 
the increased security we are already seeing the effects of some of this continental airlines has announced a 
20 percent reduction in schedule 12 000 layoffs american and northwest are both cutting schedules by 20 
percent and evaluating their staffing u.s airways has asked a number of its employees to take a 25 percent 


pay cut and midway airlines a small carrier that was already in bankruptcy has now closed up shop and laid 
off 1700 people by some estimates 100 000 airline employees could lose their jobs and a number of the 
major carriers could be forced into bankruptcy it is likely that the stock prices of the airlines will tumble when 
the market reopens tomorrow and all of this has a ripple effect it affects hotels rental cars city tourism so this 
will broadly affect the us economy because of this the ceos are expected to sit down and meet with the 
transportation secretary norman mineta possibly as early as tomorrow to discuss their economic situation 
george and lisa they say they need a bailout where does that stand now on capitol hill well members of 
congress did consider a 
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well members of congress did consider a 15 billion dollar relief package part of it would have been grants 
part of it loan guarantees that did not pass on friday but it is still very much on the table okay lisa stark thanks 
very much from joining us now from houston is continental airlines chairman and chief executive officer 
gordon bethune and in atlanta delta airlines chairman and ceo leo mullen good morning gentlemen good 
morning mr bethune let me start with you you heard those numbers from lisa start just a minute ago but so 
far the white house has said they has not said that they will support bailout legislation how can you convince 
president bush to support it well i think he'll read then watch this show and hear from the employees that are 
losing their jobs in an ever increasing number and ultimately they'll have to do something if you want to have 
an air transportation system in this country that can that can get the economic engine running again you're 
going to have to do something nothing won't work mr mullin can your airline get through this without further 
furloughs and without a bailout well i think that in the immediate term we will be having cutbacks in capacity 
of the order that was mentioned about 20 percent or so and were this to uh to go on for any extended time 
without aid from the federal government then we would absolutely have to consider uh employee reductions 
of that size as an option obviously when that is done it represents a terrific blow to the capacity of the airlines 
to serve and to carry out all of the security measures that are being provided i think that it's it's just crucial in 
dealing with the government which we have found by the way very receptive uh to to these thoughts is that 
the airline industry cannot be made the first casualty of this war and we are working with the government i 
think in a very positive way to ensure that that we do maintain our capacity to serve what other measures is 
congress going to have to take mr bethune one suggestion on the table is that american and united airlines 
are going to need some shield from the liability for these attacks well i think ultimately they can get to that i 
think the more pressing need is to get the confidence of the traveling public restored 
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public restored keep us available to be there when they do come back right now they've disappeared and 
quite frankly we need to be there when they come back otherwise we want to have commerce in this country 
so that's an issue but it's not an issue we need to address today mr mullen what do you say to the people 
who say listen we're just too scared to fly well i think that uh the security measures that are being taken are 
are very very positive uh as one looks at what happened last week obviously on tuesday we were all 
consumed with the safety and security of everybody uh passengers employees and in dealing with this 
terrific challenge that all of us in america did face but then very rapidly on wednesday we went into a an 
extensive discussion involving the industry and the government uh many many sessions over the phone 
largely and remaking the security of this uh country's airline system and that i think has been done in an 
extraordinarily satisfactory way i i myself do have great confidence in the measures that are being taken i 
think they're responsive to the to the tests that we have ahead of us and and i think it should give high 
confidence in our ability to provide a safe and secure aviation system i guess the question is what more are 
we going to need and and mr bethune transportation secretary norman menendez just announced today that 
he's going to be appointing a task force on security that's going to be looking at a wide range of measures in 
the past the industry has been reluctant to support very strict security measures and i want to know do you 
think that attitude is changing now and are you prepared to support measures like are marshals on all planes 
well absolutely uh but i i also believe that we need to have a balance between having a system that works 
and one that doesn't work so we need the increased security i think we've all bought into that and we all 


need that but what we really need is a system that works this system today is failing because the confidence 
of the traveling public has been lost due to this act of war we need to make sure that when the confidence 
returns that there are airlines here with the capacity to get 
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airlines here with the capacity to get the economy moving air transportation has you know run the economies 
of the world for 200 years and and and it's today air transportation runs this engine well let's look at that 
question of what works let me start with you mr mullen then mr bethune why don't you jump in as well what 
more what other security measures are now needed well i think that uh what these the steps that are being 
taken uh both with respect to the the addition of sky marshals and additional law enforcement officers at 
every step of the way uh our own uh attempts to eliminate say curbside baggage uh that all baggage has to 
be checked at the counter and the like all of these are are steps that are going to be safe excuse me excuse 
me you say edition of sky marshals but are are you willing to accept our marshals on every plane every flight 
i certainly would be absolutely and for a time i i think that we have to work very closely with the government 
to do whatever it takes in a in a law enforcement way to to ensure that the american public has as a as 
complete confidence in in aviation george looking at the load factors are certainly going to be seats available 
for them mr bethan let me ask you about another possible measure being considered II airlines now locks its 
pilots in the cockpit for the duration of their flights is that a good idea well i i think it is an idea that deserves 
some scrutiny there for some accommodation for our pilots but quite frankly this is a new word this is the first 
time where terrorists have taken over the control of the airplane and not use it to make a political statement 
but actually to use it as a as a bomb so we need to deny them the guidance of that vehicle which is a use for 
peaceful commerce and and that may be an issue that needs to be more closely looked at sam raised in his 
interview with senator clinton the possibility of passenger profiling mr mullen what do you think about that 
idea well there is there is a program called cap computer assisted profiling that has actually been used for a 
time i think i also heard attorney general 
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i think i also heard attorney general ashcroft uh talk about some of the attributes which i think from the 
american way of life we i would never want to see introduced into that to having to do with such issues as 
racial profiling which is inconsistent with the american way but these uh computer assisted profiles look at 
various aspects of just travel habits uh that that can give an indication as to whether or not a passenger 
might be uh uh operating in an aberrant way and and i do think that we do need to use all of the techniques 
that are out at our disposal in order to deal with the magnitude of the crisis that we do face and and we are 
using every method to ensure the american public that uh that we are going to be very safe as aviation 
reaches its full potential so it's okay to look at travel patterns but not ethnicity or race well i think i'm sorry leo 
you go ahead i i would say from from my standpoint he was asked a specific question of race and i i do not 
think that's appropriate to be included in that there are some nationalistic questions obviously there are some 
countries that are somewhat more threatening to america than than others and and so those considerations 
come into play but but uh but not race as far as i'm concerned mr bethune you wanted to get in here well i i 
agree with leo obviously he said take race off the table but leave everything else on the table and i think 
that's what's being done and i think that's if appropriate another issue that's that's come up in all this is the 
training and the pay of security personnel these are low paid people they're not necessarily go through very 
rigorous training what more can we do on that end one idea that that's been talked about is to nationalize this 
and make it a national service certainly uh we would welcome such an attempt to increase the security and 
have it uniform throughout the united states so actually make these a kind of u.s marshals well i mean you 
could name it what you wanted to but it would be a part of our government's responsibility to ensure the 
safety of the citizens right now it's the responsibility of the airlines and and it could be enhanced at and and 
and i 
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it could be enhanced at and and and i think you know broadened that's going to take an act of congress mr 
mullen can you get it i i think we we could get it i think that there's going to be a major discussion going on on 
that very subject uh in the european countries uh the the security measures are the the the responsibility of 
the governments and and uh ii favor and i believe most of my colleagues in the industry favor the 
government taking over all of this i think it isn't just a cost situation at all i mean at some point somebody has 
to pay for it in some way it has to do with with giving the confidence to the public that we have a safe and 
secure aviation system and i think that the the american public generally does have confidence in the 
security that is provided by our governmental uh operations abc's betsy stark reported last night that some of 
the restrictions include for example not allowing the shipment of electronic materials in the com in the bellies 
of of passenger aircraft uh mr bethen what is that going to mean for the for the health of the airline industry 
those kinds of restrictions i think those are arbitrary and and ones that are not well thought out our problems 
aren't today the integrity of the cargo system as you see from this week's events it had nothing to do with 
checked bags or any of those issues you as i think was the secretary of defense mentioned earlier in the 
show can't anticipate where it's going to come next we need to be able to have commerce in this city in this 
country and people ship routinely their needs on our airplanes and i don't think we should just unilaterally 
dismiss a whole part of commerce so mr mullen just so i can be clear on that i'm not sure if you agree with 
mr bethune but you both support the increased security measures on passengers but are concerned about 
those on cargo is that true for you as well mr mullen i think that the the entire gamut of security measures 
that have been taken are appropriate including those on cargo uh to perhaps uh give a nuance in what 
gordon was suggesting i think that uh over over the next few weeks we're going to have to adjust those as 
we go along uh remember that in one day 
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go along uh remember that in one day really on wednesday we have reinvented the entire security apparatus 
of aviation it was an incredible effort by the government and the industry through intensive discussions in 
which both gordon and i were involved intensively during that day day and a half to do this and to anticipate 
that we got it exactly right on the first try uh it would be unrealistic so i think we'll see some adjustments and i 
certainly share what gordon has just said is we have to make those necessary adjustments to keep 
commerce and this country moving into to to really get the the engine of of our economic life going again and 
and everybody knows how absolutely essential aviation is to that and uh and i'm confident that through a 
joint effort with the government of the airlines we're going to do that i just have one final question for both of 
you there's a report this morning from government officials saying that national airport is going to be closed 
for a long time and some have suggested it may never open at all what is that going to mean for the airline 
industry and how are you going to cope with that mr bethune you first and then mr mullen well i i support 
whatever the government decides on that this is a national security issue and if they aim in their wisdom say 
that that's not appropriate then we can support that we'll put the service into dulles into bwi and take the 
longer ride into town i'm we definitely want to support our government and all it needs to make our citizens 
secure at the same time we want to be there for them when this is over so that we can have a an economy 
that we can all be employed mr mullen um i think that uh what i have i've heard george's is is heightened uh 
security measures different traveling patterns coming in on the on the airplanes international it is absolutely 
necessary to do that given the magnitude of this crisis i would be uh very very surprised if reagan national 
did not reopen but i also shared gordon's view we can handle it out of dulles or baltimore if we have to and 
and people have their way of getting into washington all right gentlemen thanks very much thank you thank 
you george and joining us now for 
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thank you george and joining us now for more on the economy is robert hormats with goldman sachs 
international let's go straight to the impact of the airline industry on the overall economy both mr bethune and 
mr mullin talked about ripple effects what are they well they're enormous because of transportation in this 
country has been disrupted for people and for goods as you've pointed out that's one major factor in an 
otherwise all over over weakening economy the economy has been weak it's going to get weaker the 


disruption and transportation is one part of it the other is that the american consumer has become much 
more reluctant to spend traditionally in these circumstances the consumer sort of hunkers down and feels a 
lack of confidence in the future and therefore cuts back on spending those things together and a number of 
others will weaken the economic outlook going forward vice president cheney said this morning that the 
economy isn't only weak but it quite possibly could be in a recession that's that's certainly possible uh we 
could have a couple of negative quarters as he's indicated the more important thing down the road really is 
how we as a country and how we as a government respond as a country the quicker we can get back to 
more normal patterns of living the better will be for confidence in ourselves and also for the economy and 
also the government the government's very important the federal reserve is going to create more liquidity 
that's going to be important the lock box on the social security surplus is wide open we're going to spend as 
much money as we need for security to rebuild new york perhaps to help the airlines industry because we 
may be meeting both exceptions now both war and as you say possibly recession absolutely we have war 
and possibly a recession and therefore a more relaxed a more stimulative fiscal policy maybe new tax cuts 
but certainly a lot more spending can give the economy a very important boost that will be very helpful but 
how the consumer response does the consumer become more confident about the future go back to 
business as mayor giuliani's pointed out for new yorkers get back into the swing of things that will be very 
helpful too well the markets are going to try to set an example tomorrow they say the opening ballot the new 
york stock exchange is going to ring at 9 30 tomorrow morning what has the stock 
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tomorrow morning what has the stock exchange told your firms about how they expect the markets to run 
tomorrow well everything has been worked out on for the last couple of days and i think our firm and others 
feel confident that they can deal with these issues and move ahead and there's a lot of confidence in the 
future that the the stock exchange will work the markets will work and the firms that are operating will be able 
to work quite effectively but there are probably at least four separate issues that richard grass of the head of 
the stock exchange has said we have to look at the security of the buildings whether or not telephones and 
computers work whether or not the environment down there is healthy and then these various quality of life 
issues food water transportation when you look at those range of issues which are you most worried about 
well i think that the security of the of the apparatus the the communications and the computers has been 
tested i think one of the one of the interesting things that for for all of us is that the financial community is a 
competitive community but it's also a community where there are a lot of friends and a lot of close 
relationships and many of our friends are lost and and that that psychological impact is going to be enormous 
we're in mourning for them as well as for the firefighters the policemen and women the ems people who tried 
to save their lives and even ringing the bell while we may be able to operate the market effectively there's 
going to be a psychological set of concerns that's going to linger for some period i can't imagine what it's 
going to be like for all of you to go to work down there tomorrow when you're dealing with the loss of friends 
and colleagues let's look at what you expect to happen tomorrow what do you think will happen when the 
markets open at 9 30. what's going to up or down it's very hard to predict the stock market on any given day 
one thing that has worked perhaps to our advantage is that the market has been closed for the last four days 
and that has given time i think for people to assess the situation probably will mean less of a chance of panic 
selling than we would have had had the market opened up on tuesday or wednesday uh but that i think is 
going to be one of the factors that's a plus that we will have perhaps a little bit more stability but traditionally 
in these circumstances in the past the market has tended to go down on the first couple of days 
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down on the first couple of days when it's open and then stabilize and perhaps move up and i think that's 
going to be an important factor going forward but if you look at the clues from the foreign markets they were 
pretty steady early in the week and then when the the rhetoric of war kind of ratcheted up starting on friday 
from president bush they dropped yes they did the european markets dropped out although the asian ones 
did did fairly well i think we're in for a period of considerable volatility because there is still that uncertainty 
what's the extent of the war how much is going to cost how many casualties what effect will it have on the 


energy supplies if this is going to be in the middle east or areas close to the middle east the islamic world 
there's always a risk of disruption of energy energy supplies through direct action through terrorism or 
through governments in the middle east becoming weaker because of support for the united states all these 
potential threats to energy will play a role in the way the market looks at the future and we're also going to 
have what i can call a terrorism tax going down the road we're going to have to spend more for our security 
security of airplanes security of buildings security of facilities internet security financial security this is going 
to have a long-term weight on the economy the market will have to take that into consideration as well so 
given all that what advice are you giving your clients i think clients have to just be very careful when they go 
into the market they're going to be some areas sectors of the economy they're going to be adversely affected 
and perhaps some where people will see investment opportunities because stocks have fallen too low or 
they see good future prospects going to be a mixed market you have to select stocks very carefully i wouldn't 
advise anyone to jump in but i wouldn't advise anyone to panic and sell immediately either because i think 
the government is through the fed and through fiscal policy and through cooperation with other countries 
trying to respond in a constructive way and i think the american people are going to dig down deep into their 
traditional optimism and try to return to normalcy as quickly as we can and that will help as well when you 
speak about that do you in the banking world feel any kind of patriotic responsibility to prop the markets up 
there's been some reports that the banks have agreed perhaps 
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that the banks have agreed perhaps informally to get in and buy if the market goes into free fall i think we 
feel a patriotic responsibility to support the u.s government and what it's trying to do to bring the economy 
and bring the country back to normalcy not so much to prop up the market per se but to be as honest as we 
can to our clients and to the viewing public to people who listen to what we say about the economy and 
about the future and discourage panic selling i think that's one of the things we can do we can also point out 
that there are enormous strengths in this country and this economy we've built up our economic institutions 
over the past 200 years they're strong the treasury's strong the federal reserve our financial system our 
capital markets are strong one of the reasons for being able to open the stock market relatively soon even 
though it wasn't be able to open right away is to demonstrate that these terrorists who struck a blow at the 
heart of the american capitalist system are not going to succeed in crippling it that that can come back and i 
think that will help in terms of the morale of the american public and in terms of strengthening the financial 
system there are a lot of investors out there who would like to see the market open and return to normalcy 
that again can help to strengthen the fabric of the american resistance to this horrendous act robert holmes 
thanks very much thank you and of course abc news will be on the air tomorrow when the market opens at 9 
30. when we come back now we'll have more from our round table stay with us [Applause] [Music] one day

days and weeks and months and years ahead but before we do one more time let's join bill blackboard who's 
in downtown manhattan bill sam just in the last few minutes there's been another change of shifts for the 
search and rescue teams firemen have gone in as they go in people applaud them from the sides of the of 
the street people have gone around some officers handing out more masks because they say they're coming 
across some transponders or some other kind of equipment inside the wreckage and they may have to do 
some controlled implosions as they're saying which may release more pollutants into the air they want 
everybody here to be safe the other news is that uh since we were last on the air from this position the 
official number of missing here has now risen above five thousand to five thousand and ninety seven but as 
far as all of these search and rescue men are concerned and women who are working together here that 
means 5097 any one of which might still be alive and they're going to keep it a search and rescue mission 


sam thanks very much bill bill blake moore from manhattan so let's talk about it tomorrow the market's open 
george will what do you think's going to happen people sell people buy patriotically what i don't think either i 
think this have to be a very slow day consumer spending sam is two-thirds of the economic activity in this 
country and it is famously driven by psychology and no one knows the reaction to a trauma such as this but i 
would expect people to get back into the market very slowly well koki normally consumers get frightened at 
times of tragedy at times of war i i think that's right and i think that you're likely to see that kind of fright what's 
been driving this economy is home sales home improvements things like that and having people decide well 
maybe i won't do that right now it would be somewhat likely i must say i think we've probably already had a 
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already had a bigger economic impact than we've been able to to tally i was in san francisco when this 
happened and stuck there and businesses closed down all over the west coast as well as in in the east coast 
silicon valley closed down there were bomb threats day after day in various downtown office buildings all 
over the country so that businesses had to evacuate those office buildings and and shut down for periods of 
time uh so that you know the airlines it's just completely obvious but i think when we go through the tally of 
just this past week in the amount of commerce loss that the economic impact has already been quite 
significant george stephanopoulos what's your guess about the markets tomorrow i hesitate to make a guess 
sam but i i do know that up here just getting to the markets is is going to be so difficult this is a bottleneck in 
lower manhattan i know that that the chairman of the stock exchange has said that they want to get 
everybody there the subways are open again today but it's going to be very very difficult and there's no 
supporting businesses now in the area as well i guess i do agree though with koki's overall point that we 
haven't yet calculated the economic impact of this disaster and the costs to come particularly think of all the 
security measures that are going to be necessary and and i think that it could even be possible that you are 
going to have to see some some kind of coordinated action by the major financial institutions in this country 
remember that happened just a couple of years ago after the long-term capital crisis when there was a crisis 
in global currency markets they got together under the guidance of the fed and agreed to come together and 
buy i think it's very possible that could have to happen again you may be right george because we were 
already headed either toward recession or bumping along that fine line now this particular impact the airlines 
all of the rest consumer spending and you say to people well be patriotic go out there and put your money 
right into the market i don't think it's going to happen maybe i'm wrong well i it's just an odd response i i just 
don't think that when we're being patriotic that that's the thing we think of to do 
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that that's the thing we think of to do maybe by u.s savings bonds give blood right i think it's much more likely 
to be an act of volunteerism okay let's talk about the changes in american life beginning with security george 
will how much freedom are you willing to give up in the name of state security and your own security some 
but i really don't think that's a big question we're not talking about abraham lincoln's suspending habeas 
corpus and we're not talking about internment as roosevelt did or allowed during the second world war of 
japanese americans if we're talking about additional inconveniences at airports i think everyone is going to 
be much more tolerant of those and beyond that it's not clear to me what the problem is certain rather arcane 
matters about encryption of internet materials that sort of thing but again this will not brush up against the 
average american are you going to be afraid to fly george i'm going to think carefully about where i fly what 
airports i go through yes george stephanopoulos what about you well yes to tell you the truth but but let me 
pick up on what george george is saying of course any more inconvenience in getting on airplanes everyone 
is going to be willing to accept that and we're probably going to be heading much more towards what you do 
see uh in israel and and in other european capitals where you have much longer waits in line i think the far 
more serious threat though and i guess i am more worried concerned about other threats to civil liberties 
than george is is when you start to talk about having surveillance cameras in large public spaces that do 
these face scans all across a large area and secondly when you deal with um we've already seen some 
issues in the past where immigrants are treated in a in a different way or in when and can be detained on the 
basis of secret evidence and with less rights and i think there's a strong possibility that their rights can be 


more restricted i was in london about five months ago george when a bomb went off a terrorist bomb from 
probably from some irish group or other called the real ira in elaine they had a picture because of the 
cameras the british have almost everywhere they had a picture of the terrorists leaving the car now 
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of the terrorists leaving the car now that obviously makes all of us uneasy the idea of cameras everywhere 
but they are in in britain which remains a free society cookie let me cover this business of racial profiling 
which i think it's very troublesome i suppose that all of us really are against racial profiling and yet the 19 
people who are apparently involved in all of this appear to be of middle east origin appear to have some 
belief and islamic paradise appear to be if it's osama bin laden be part of his network invariably i think 
americans are going to have to try to sift through what we're against racial profiling and the fear of a 
particular religious group if you will one of the things that i'm told by some of the arab american associations 
is happening is kind of a reverse backlash that people are being sympathetic to individual arab americans 
and muslims now that's not widespread perhaps and there are certainly been some incidents that have been 
very untoured but to profile passengers on airplanes for acts of terrorism does not require racial profiling i 
mean some of these guys bought one-way tickets with cash you can profile that way and you can say this is 
this raises a red flag as it did when the some of these same guys got on a train from st louis to go to texas 
the fact that they paid with cash they were profiled as drug dealers because they did that so there is there is 
profiling on the basis of age it is unlikely for an elderly woman to be a terrorist there are all kinds of ways of 
spotting people that is not just saying we're going after arab americans let's not be too squeamish to say that 
in fact ethnicity will be one element of a complicated recipe of considerations in if you must call it that 
profiling it always has been and always will be a part of intelligent police work but you know the american 
people regard a backlash they know that islam is one of 
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backlash they know that islam is one of the world's great religions and that ben ladin is no more typical of it 
than john brown our homegrown fanatic was of american religiosity george stephanopoulos get in on this that 
may be george i and i think for the most part both you and cokey are right over the overall reaction but there 
have been some very ugly incidents across the country essentially people taking racial profiling into their own 
hands just this morning in mesa arizona a sikh a man wearing a turban was shot and killed there have been 
attacks on mosques in washington this is happening in in many different parts of the country and i've spoken 
with many people who say arabs who say listen we're walking down the street and we just feel the looks and 
for a while there is going to be some of that uneasiness but i hope as cokey was suggesting we get over it 
there's also of course the foreign policy aspect to it which is that uh because uh they think that the arabs are 
looking in bad light at the moment sharon has called off israeli prime minister sharon has called off meetings 
with yasser arafat about peacetime meetings that the president president bush and the secretary of state had 
urged him to hold but now that these incidents have occurred i doubt that mr bush and mr powell will jump up 
and say anything immediately about ariel sharon and sharon has gone even farther than that he suggested 
that um yasser arafat should be part of this war against terror and also been very hard line warning american 
jewish leaders that that arab countries are are demanding conditions as a as part of their participation in this 
coalition and it now looks at for for a very long time any hope and it was slim already of bringing the israelis 
and the palestinians together has gone away i think one one thing i would like to say on this question of civil 
liberties though in a situation like this all of us of course respond to the danger and it's the only sensible thing 
to do but then you get this mentality where the military the secret service people who put security first and 
and we're grateful for that for a period 
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grateful for that for a period start running things and it's important that that not be the case in the long run 
you're exactly right i mean at some point we let the terrorists win as everyone has said if we go that far i'll just 
say this final word to those who were pushing hard to reopen pennsylvania avenue forget it and probably 


your right to forget it because that's not going to because now the fight's going to be reopened and reopening 
national airport national report thank you very much thank you everyone and of course we recognize folks 
that this is just opinion and you're welcome to disregard it cokey and i will be back right after this [Music] 
[Applause] [Music] that's pete norman world-class swimmer 8.73 made good money selling real estate but

the reaction at home this week the american people appear ready and willing to do what's necessary no 
matter what adjustments they have to make cooking sam for so 
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they have to make cooking sam for so many those adjustments have already begun horrible adjustments as 
they face the loss of husbands wives mothers fathers children sisters brothers friends not since the civil war 
have so many americans lost their lives in one day this time it was not americans fighting each other but 
americans coming together flying the flag joining in prayer giving their help their money their blood that spirit 
of togetherness would be tested in the days to come but the memories of this awful and awesome week 
should help to keep it alive [Music] is [Music] oh the abc television network extends its thoughts and prayers 
to those who've suffered so much in this national tragedy we stand steadfast with all americans united in 
hope and courage [Music] the president prepares the country for a war he says unlike any we have fought a 
sixth grueling day of digging and searching in the world trade center rubble and at the pentagon and the 
victims of tuesday's terrorist attacks are remembered in services near and far 
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from abc news world headquarters in new york this is world news tonight sunday reporting tonight charles 
gibson good evening there are developments on a number of fronts this evening and let us run them down in 
part we'll get to each one in turn to start the scene new pictures from the air dramatically depicting just how 
massive is the destruction just how long will be the job of investigating the site and cleaning the rubble 
president bush has returned to the white house urging america back to work and pledging we will win the first 
war of the 21st century at the pentagon in one part of the building there is planning for hostilities in another 
they are now pulling bodies from the debris tomorrow the markets will open will america be as resolved with 
its dollars as it has been with its words planes meanwhile are flying over the country about two-thirds the 
number that would fly on a normal sunday and americans have gone to church all across the country as the 
faithful struggle to maintain their faith as i say we will cover all those stories but we start tonight with the 
president george w bush spent today at camp david meeting with his national security advisers the work at 
hand planning the next steps in the war he has promised to wage on those responsible for tuesday's terrorist 
attacks when he returned to the white house he had words of reassurance for americans but also a sobering 
assessment of what may lie ahead abc's terry moran reports from the white house the president returned 
from camp david mid-afternoon the first lady at his side their dogs in tow as if to project a picture of normal 
domestic life and that's what mr bush wanted to tell the country as he came home tomorrow the good people 
of america go back to their shops their fields american factories and go back to work 
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american factories and go back to work our nation was horrified but it's not going to be terrorized and the 
president tried to buck up the morale of people who may be demoralized by the attacks by recalling his 
stirring visit to new york last friday if the american people had seen what i had seen in new york city you'd 
have great faith too you'd have faith in the hard work of the rescuers you'd have great faith because of the 


desire for people to to do what's right for america but the president acknowledged the terror of last tuesday 
has changed the country he now governs as he said a nation at war and he signaled clearly today that 
means a change in law enforcement and possibly in civil liberties on the home front we have to be an alert in 
america we're a nation of law a nation of civil right we're also a nation under attack and the attorney general 
will address that in a way that i think the american people will understand the justice department is seeking 
enhanced authority for law enforcement to conduct surveillance of suspects among other new powers as part 
of its response to the attacks none of this will be short term as vice president cheney starkly admitted this 
morning this is going to be a struggle that the united states is going to be involved in for the foreseeable 
future there's not going to be an end date when we say there it's all over with and a note for the history books 
the president confirmed reports that in the uncertain hours of tuesday morning as hijacked planes were 
hurtling out of the sky he gave the order allowing u.s combat aircraft to shoot down commercial jetliners if 
they did not respond that didn't happen charlie the president naturally called that decision difficult he said i 
never dreamed we would be under attack this way abc's terry moran at the white house well neither the 
president nor his national security advisers will say exactly when where or how the first strikes of this new 
brand of war will occur but the mobilization for this new kind of war is about to begin abc's john mcweathy 
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is about to begin abc's john mcweathy reports from the pentagon the administration was out in force today 
using the sunday talk shows to explain how different things must now be the cia and fbi have been operating 
with their hands tied the vice president said it's time to change some laws like those that prohibit paying 
informants who may also be criminals if you're going to deal only with sort of officially approved certified 
good guys you're not going to find out what the bad guys are doing you need to be able to penetrate these 
organizations you need to have on the payroll some very unsavory characters others are lobbying for a 
change in policy first laid down by president ford prohibiting political assassinations and if that means that we 
have to have the authority to assassinate people before they can assassinate us yes we should free that 
stricture and the president united states can do it at his will that may become the job of u.s commandos who 
are expected to play a major role we are now talking about the use of special forces intrusively to hunt down 
and kill terrorists to use them to target terrorists for lethal strikes which may be from aircraft cruise missiles or 
any other means a more general bombing campaign aimed at crippling a terrorist organization has real 
limitations the people we're dealing with have no armies or navies or air forces or battleships or carriers or 
capital cities even or high value targets while the terrorists may be hard to locate defense secretary rumsfeld 
says those who support them are not they cannot function except with the tolerance of other countries with 
with countries real states uh that do have capitals that do have armies and navies and and do have high 
value targets the first real state that is being threatened by the u.s is afghanistan and its taliban rulers who 
are providing osama bin laden with 
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who are providing osama bin laden with safe haven they will have to make their choice whether they want to 
be in the receiving end of the full wrath of the united states and others or whether they want to get rid of this 
curse that they have within their country as the administration prepares its strategy they are beginning to 
realize to send american troops after terrorists could involve much higher risk for those american soldiers 
there will be casualties they are warning some soldiers will not come home charlie all right thanks john 
mcewethy who is at the pentagon tonight well just one day after agreeing to fully support president bush's war 
on terrorism pakistan issued an ultimatum of its own to neighboring afghanistan it is in afghanistan that the 
ruling taliban militia has for years provided refuge to osama bin laden bin laden has again denied 
involvement in tuesday's attack saying today that the operation quote appears to have been carried out by 
individuals with their own motivation tonight abc's bob woodruff reports from islamabad in a meeting with 
newspaper editors today pakistan's president parvez masharov confirmed that a team of pakistani diplomats 
will be meeting with taliban leaders in afghanistan tomorrow government sources tell abc news they will 
demand that the taliban expel osama bin laden within three days or faced an eventual u.s attack in response 
the taliban's ambassador to pakistan promised that bin laden can stay until he decides to leave it's not up to 


the host in the afghan tradition to tell the guest to leave the house it's up to the guest to leave the house or 
not today the taliban called for an emergency meeting of its top clerics to be held on tuesday in afghanistan's 
capital of kabul where they will discuss the defense of their country pakistan risks direct confrontation with 
the taliban who this weekend threatened invasion if pakistan cooperates with the u.s 
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inside pakistan small pockets of descent are already emerging mostly fundamentalist religious groups who 
oppose any involvement in attacking their neighbor it is our belief that if american going to attack afghanistan 
a holy war will be begun and everyone will be start to react against america and so many things will be 
happening in america just like happened in new york tonight pakistan's military is on high alert and the 
president has stepped up internal security in case supporters of the taliban try to create unrest inside the 
country bob woodruff abc news islamabad and next we turn to the investigation the search for those who did 
it the scope of the investigation is huge investigators are trying to track down 100 people who they believe 
may have information about the hijackers 25 people are under ins custody and two material witnesses have 
been arrested abc's pierre thomas has the latest sources tell abc news the fbi believes these two men may 
have ties to the hijackers in last week's devastating attacks ayub ali knan and muhammad jawed masmuth 
were detained aboard an amtrak train in fort worth texas the day of the assault according to law enforcement 
sources they were carrying more than twenty thousand dollars in cash and box cutters the same type of 
weapons used to take over and crash four commercial flights the two men had been flown from texas to new 
york city to face additional questioning by the fbi sources tell abc news the two are likely to be arrested as 
material witnesses their detention is part of a broad effort to determine if more attacks were being planned 
and to locate those who supported the terrorist assaults today ashcroft said the attack made painfully clear 
there's a need for expanded law enforcement powers to stop terrorism 
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enforcement powers to stop terrorism among the new proposals roving wiretap authority allowing the fbi to 
tap any telephone a suspect may use with a single court order we need for our phone tap legislation to follow 
an individual so that no matter where an individual goes we have the capacity to develop the surveillance 
abc news has also learned the bush admission administration will attempt to tighten immigration laws and 
will also seek millions of new funding for foi counterterrorism efforts charlie all right thanks very much pierre 
thomas at the fbi building in washington next up we take a look at the scene itself the world trade center 
tower scene at the enormous mound of rubble where the towers once stood the searching and digging 
continues around the clock the number of missing rows today to 5097. 180 people are confirmed dead their 
bodies found including passengers who were aboard the two planes that crashed into the towers abc's bill 
blakemore has the latest from ground zero the full extent of the wreckage more than 10 city blocks was clear 
for the first time from the skies today crawling all over it and through it the firefighters rescue workers 
engineers were unrelenting in search and rescue for the more than 5 000 people now officially reported to be 
missing architects and rescue experts say there are hallways and passages at least in the many basement 
levels of the towers where people could still be alive so they keep tunneling and keep dismantling carefully 
sometimes with big machinery but mostly by hundreds of pairs of hands that never stop grasping reaching 
carrying don't let go if it's piece by piece if it's bucket by bucket or steel by steel that's what it is hours months 
weeks before we get them all out whatever it takes whatever it takes how long it takes the firefighters who 
lost more than 300 of their own 
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lost more than 300 of their own are everybody's heroes they're working 24-hour shifts 24 off then another 24 
on around the clock mayor giuliani today promoted 168 firefighters to replace some of those missing 
including the city's fire chief who was killed in the disaster yes they've taken some of our most precious lives 
but they have not taken our spirit they've removed nearly 30 000 tons of rubble so far but that's out of four 
hundred and fifty thousand tons all told when the official number of missing rose above five thousand today 


for rescuers it was just that many more any one of whom might still be found alive and charlie the rescuers 
really are taking those lessons from earthquakes around the world seriously they know that survival under 
the wreckage for two weeks even longer is possible so they're going to keep searching charlie all right bill 
blakemore at the site of the former site of the world trade center towers we're going to show you some 
pictures just a few blocks uptown from there this is a picture of union square in manhattan which is normally 
a bustling impersonal patch of green bordering 14th street on the south and 17th street on the north ona 
normal sunday morning you'd find a farmer's market there but it's taken on the appearance of a small town 
square since the events of tuesday with neighbors gathering to be together behavior new yorks are not 
normally known for the patchwork of candles flowers artwork and flags continues to serve as around the 
clock memorial and then going back downtown in new york about five blocks from where the world trade 
center used to stand the new york stock exchange has been preparing all weekend to reopen tomorrow 
morning last tuesday's attacks did not damage the building that houses the stock exchange but there is great 
concern that the economy the stock market's fuel may be facing significant casualties in the days ahead so 
we turn to abc's bob 
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the days ahead so we turn to abc's bob jameson and bob i know today you talked to a lot of brokers a lot of 
market analysts a lot of economists none of whom wanted to go on camera to talk about what may happen 
when the markets open and i wonder are they afraid that things are going to be so very difficult in the 
markets tomorrow or do they just not know well charlie it's partly the fear of the unknown after all the world 
and the american economy are much more uncertain now than they were when stocks were last traded on 
monday that's not good for the stock market there's also concern about volatility 400 billion dollars in trades 
did not take place in the four days the stock market was closed what wall street professionals are telling their 
clients this weekend is don't panic hang in there don't focus on tomorrow focus on the long term which is 
exactly what the chairman of the new york stock exchange hopes investors will do investors have had this 
time frame to step back and take a reasoned approach take a thoughtful approach to their investments it has 
taken a massive around-the-clock effort to get wall street ready to trade again a maine con edison power 
station was destroyed at the world trade center because of water con-ed abandoned much of its 
underground cable system and installed new electric cables above ground the collapse of a building adjacent 
to the twin towers destroyed a key telephone switching center thousands of workers have rerouted phones 
and data lines used for half of all stock trading one hundred thousand workers will converge on banks and 
brokerage houses as well as the stock exchange with subways disrupted and roads closed everything from 
private buses to a new ferry across the east river from brooklyn will be used it will not be business as usual 
but the market will be open after its longest shutdown in history i think it sends a strong signal that they may 
have engaged in one of the most horrible criminal acts in the history of mankind

criminal acts in the history of mankind but we're going to rise above it we're going to come back and we're 
going to be ready no matter the state of the phones and computers tomorrow will be an emotionally difficult 
day on wall street before the opening bell charlie there will be two minutes of silence all right thanks bob 
jameson who is down on wall street an important symbol tomorrow to get the markets open now a look at the 
transportation system of america specifically the airplanes and whether they're flying transportation secretary 
norman mineta has ordered a complete review of security procedures for america's airlines and airports 
secretary mineta asked outside experts to look at ways of keeping terrorists off of planes and out of the 
cockpit abc's lisa stark has a report as tight as security is now at the nation's airports it could get even tighter 
a task force announced today will report back to the transportation secretary within two weeks on what 
additional security steps are necessary both at the airports and on airplanes what i expect now are the right 
answers in response to the dramatic events since tuesday's crisis on the table armed military police at all 
major airports strengthening and securing cockpit doors limiting cargo hold access and having the federal 
government take over all security screening at the airport it's now the responsibility of the airlines i think the 
national government should take it over and leave it to the airlines because that's crazy the task force 


includes airport airline and boeing executives a former faa security chief claims airlines especially have 
fought tighter security in the past we've loaded that committee in essence with the enemy to good security 
practices we don't need that we need security expertise but given tuesday's terrorist attacks the department 
of transportation and the airlines insist

airlines insist everything will be up for consideration and action every element of the of the aviation system is 
being looked at step by step with respect to the security measures that should be taken now one key security 
measure remains in place the closure of reagan national airport near the heart of washington you can see it 
is deserted no word on when this airport might reopen and under what conditions the faa today did relax one 
of its security measures airlines if they want to can now accept mail cargo and parcels now right about now 
there are some 4 000 flights in the air that's commercial general aviation and military that's about 60 percent 
of what you would expect at this time on a sunday the airlines will be adding even more flights tomorrow 
charlie all right thanks lisa started a deserted national airport in washington so how did americans person by 
person deal with this well on this first sunday since the attack on the twin towers millions of americans sought 
comfort where they worship abc's dan harris is standing by at st patrick's cathedral on new york's fifth 
avenue where there's a service underway charlie there are thousands of people inside st patrick's cathedral 
and thousands more outside listening through loudspeakers inside edward cardinal egan is celebrating a 
special mass for the victims of tuesday's terror attacks he's talking about the need for faith in these trying 
times and the crucial difference between seeking justice and seeking vengeance these are themes we heard 
echoes at church heard echoed at churches across the country today [Music] from los angeles [Music] to 
dallas to chicago churches focused on god and country they were waving american flags at services 
overseas as well in italy in cambodia [Music] 
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[Music] and at the american church in london some sermons gave voice to our anger but this was not an 
accident this was an intentional malicious act perpetrated against humanity by humanity how low can we fall 
however many religious leaders told their flocks this is a time for sorrow not hate at the crystal cathedral in 
los angeles a local muslim leader was invited to speak to the congregation i came here on behalf of the 
positive believers in the islamic faith to share the sorrow the pain and the anguish with our brothers and 
sisters in the christian faith the call for forgiveness was perhaps most eloquently articulated at the national 
cathedral in washington dc we must not allow ourselves to become the evil we deplore at a time like this 
some might be tempted to question their faith what we saw today however is that many americans are 
actually turning to religion right now if not for answers at least for some comfort charlie all right thanks dan 
harris at st patrick's cathedral on fifth avenue here in new york so just what happened at the world trade 
center towers on tuesday as detailed in today's new york times a look at just who occupied those twin towers 
and just where people may have died in these haunting vistas it is almost impossible to imagine that these 
shards of steel and small pieces of concrete were once the jewel of the new york skyline the twin towers 
each with 110 floors in the north tower the site of the first attack at least a hundred people in some cases 
many more are missing from every floor from the 93rd through the 107th at the very top the famous windows 
of the world restaurant 305 people are believed to have been 
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305 people are believed to have been there tuesday morning none have been heard from all are missing just 
below were the bond traders cantor fitzgerald the 101st floor and up 650 of their 1 000 employees are 
missing robert sliwak worked for cantor and called home after the blast his sister pat his wife received a call 
from him that he heard a bang and then there was smoke all over and then they got disconnected just a few 
floors down from canter was the financial insurance firm martian mclennan they had 1700 employees 300 
are missing oh my god most of the people who escaped it seems escaped from the lower floors in number 
two world trade center the largest numbers of missing are again from the top just above the floors where the 


jetliner came crashing in again at least a hundred are missing from every floor from the 98th to the 105th 
sandler o'neil and partners a firm which deals in bank stocks were on the 104th floor above that fire 70 
employees are missing yet miraculously 16 managed to get out of the building in the south tower as in the 
north a sobering fact in this age of so many skyscrapers in so many cities the higher a person may have 
been the greater the chance that he or she is now missing and how did the government react on tuesday 
well today we heard first-person accounts of the september 11th disaster from vice president dick cheney 
and defense secretary donald rumsfeld here's abc's barry serafin cheney was in his white house office 
tuesday morning watching like many other americans the horror unfold in new york today he described how 
secret service agents burst into his office uh came in and said sir we have to leave immediately and it 
grabbed me and and uh and literally grabbed you and moved you yeah and uh 
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moved you yeah and uh they were you know your feet touch the floor periodically but they're bigger than i 
am and they hoisted me up and moved me very rapidly down the hallways into an underground facility they 
did that because they'd received a report that an airplane was headed for the white house the rest of the 
white house was evacuated soon afterward at 9 25 a.m the nation's military air defense command was 
notified by the faa that a hijacked airliner was headed toward washington two f-16 fighter jets were 
scrambled at virginia's langley air force base 130 miles from the capitol but the warning was not passed on to 
the pentagon the jets were in the air by 9 35 but it was too late just three minutes later the hijacked plane 
american airlines flight 77 smashed into the pentagon i was in the pentagon and felt the shock of the attack 
and what did you think it was a bomb i had no idea i looked out the window and and then went outside and 
saw the devastation and talked to an eyewitness who told me that that he had seen a an aircraft plow into 
the pentagon between the first and second floor even if the pentagon had received word of the hijack plane 
headed this way it would have had only 13 minutes to react not enough time to avert disaster barry sarah 
from abc news at the pentagon and finally in this broadcast among the millions of americans stunned by 
tuesday's attack are people accustomed to covering others grief not necessarily experiencing it for 
themselves the attack on america through the lens of the men and women trying to cover it in tonight's 
reporter's notebook thank you and two one this is as close as we can get to the base of the world trade 
center you can see the firemen assembled here the police officers foi agents and you can see the two towers 
a huge explosion now raining debris on all of us we better get out of the way and all of 
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we better get out of the way and all of a sudden the south tower just let loose it just let loose and it's just like 
a hollywood film it all happens in slow motion but you know you have only a matter of seconds to get out of 
there alive the only reason that i'm alive the only reason i'm here is that there was a door there was a door to 
a building that we could run into we don't know what's happening and then we saw the people jumping we 
saw what we thought was debris we realized it was people jumping that was it she couldn't she couldn't finish 
the interview she just she lost it she lost it and i lost it and you know it's not my style to to hug people on 
television and we were just out there alone it was kathy it was me there's a cameraman we hugged each 
other and didn't let go yeah is this the spot where we got some guys i can only tell you that the pictures the 
pictures can't capture it the pictures are are either a frozen moment in time or only as wide as the lens can 
go and when you were there surrounded by it the smell of it the sound of it the enormity of it there aren't 
words at least i don't have them to tell you what it feels like to be there as i'm going home it's near the armory 
on east 27th street 26th street i see a lot of the members of friends and family members have hung up 
various photos of their loved ones from the world trade center and and i'm overwhelmed by it i just break into 
tears i th these are people that i never Knew personally but their loved ones 
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i just get very upset about it i don't know them but i just can't imagine no one coming home to see their 
fathers and daughters and i'm still upset [Music] there's no distance you can't you know there are some 
stories you can't cover if you want to put yourself at a distance [Music] some stories you can only cover if you 
let the people you're talking to make you cry are you missing the story [Music] and that is our report for 
tonight we hope you had a chance to get a break this weekend and get some perspective for the week 
ahead i'm charles gibson good night a huge explosion now raining debris on all of us of the way as the full 
weight of the horror sets in americans are coming together to share their grief it's my son with my little 
granddaughter and gain strength from one another the president prepares the nation we're at war my 
message is for everybody who wears the uniform get ready but who is the enemy this is a conflict with 
opponents who believe they are invisible where is the enemy this is a conflict without battlefields or beach 
heads how will we fight this new kind of war you will be asked for your patience for the conflict will not be 
short and what constitutes victory 
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be short and what constitutes victory in this struggle victory against terrorism will not take place in a single 
battle tonight we're at war but for how long at what cost and to what in this is an abc news special [Music] 
now reporting from washington ted koppel maybe the words haven't quite sunk in yet we are at war nor is it 
going to be the relatively brief one-sided kind of operation that marked the war against iraq over in a matter 
of days or even the more protracted battle over kosovo conducted almost entirely by air power in which no 
u.s service people were killed in this war the body count is already disproportionately high in the enemy's 
favor if you count them missing and hope for them is truly fading we are at well over five thousand dead 
already and if you listen carefully to the president and his top advisors today they are clearly warning that this 
is merely the beginning and that we have never seen anything quite like it before there are all too many 
questions and we are desperately in need of some answers we hope to provide those by turning to some of 
the most experienced people we could find you will hear from them shortly after you hear those fateful words 
from the president we're at war there's been an act of war declared upon america by terrorists and we will 
respond accordingly the president is back at the white house tonight but he's been meeting with his top 
national security advisers up at camp david over this weekend and you can make a fairly educated guess as 
to what some of the issues and questions they're addressing must have been the president has said with 
chilling clarity that we are at war but the administration is still not entirely sure who the enemy is where the 
enemy is 
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who the enemy is where the enemy is what precisely the enemy seeks to achieve in the long run or even 
how we will ever know that the enemy has been defeated this is unlike any war the united states has ever 
fought before we have a military that was trained and equipped to fight nations with armies navies and air 
forces of their own the enemy this time may be a cell of three or four men biting their time in some bayonne 
new jersey apartment with a vial of anthrax with similar units deployed in 50 cities around the world we're 
going to address and examine some of these nasty new realities with a group of men who have long known 
they were coming we have with us a former director of central intelligence a former national security adviser 
to the president a former white house chief of staff a former supreme allied commander in europe and a 
former secretary of state i'll introduce each of them to you in a few minutes but first no one has more 
succinctly summarized the problems ahead than the president himself for example they know my intentions 
are to find those who did this find those who encourage them find those who house them find those who 
comfort them and bring them to justice i made that very clear so the question is who is the enemy with some 
of those answers here is nightline correspondent chris bjork in this war americans have already suffered 
more civilian casualties on home soil than at any time since the civil war who is the enemy in this war the 
bush administration made clear again today the enemy is osama bin laden his hosts benefactors and his 
international organization known as al-qaeda i have no doubt that uh he and his organization played a 
significant role in this you wouldn't mind having his head on a 
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you wouldn't mind having his head on a flatter i would take it today there's no question but that he is a prime 
suspect in this statement to the islamic press in pakistan bin laden denied responsibility i am residing in 
afghanistan i have taken an oath of allegiance which does not allow me to do such things from afghanistan 
we have been blamed in the past but we were not involved but afghanistan a desperately poor fiercely 
independent and rugged nation of 25 million is already bracing for an american attack saturday its ruling 
taliban leaders threatened a holy war against countries such as neighboring pakistan if they help by allowing 
american warplanes and other military staging help the secretary of state is clearly counting on the pakistani 
government has been very supportive and forthcoming i spoke to president musharraf several days ago and 
he indicated full support we provided them a list of things that we might be needing in the days ahead and 
they said they would provide that support pakistan shares a 1500 mile border with afghanistan in the past it 
has backed the taliban now pakistan's military government is preparing to give the taliban an ultimatum 
according to abc news correspondent bob woodruff in islamabad they will demand that osama bin laden be 
handed over within three days or face a possible u.s strike it is not clear if this is an initiative of the pakistani 
government or if it's simply a message being passed on from the united states if the united states does 
attack afghanistan would it end there or is afghanistan only the beginning a senior pentagon official spoke 
thursday of quote ending states who sponsor terrorism but that list as defined by the state department 
includes syria iran iraq sudan libya north korea and cuba of those iraq is often cited 
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and cuba of those iraq is often cited as the likeliest target this weekend iraqi television read a letter from 
saddam hussein to the american people and its allies urging them not to wage war but to understand the 
suffering he claimed the u.s and israel have caused just as your beautiful skyscrapers were destroyed and 
caused you grief beautiful buildings and precious homes crumbled over their owners in lebanon palestine 
and iraq by american weapons used by zionists do we have any evidence linking saddam hussein or iraqis to 
this operation no if the enemy's list is still a work in progress so is the precise headcount of american allies 
but the administration is drawing a diplomatic line in the sand according to abc news state department 
correspondent martha the united states has made it very clear to friends allies and others that they are either 
with the united states in the fight against terrorism or against the united states colin powell described it as 
kind of a new benchmark in relationships and if people do not come on board if other countries do not 
cooperate powell says it will seriously affect the relationships in the future in a variety of ways for now 
americans appear ready even eager to support the idea of fighting this war even if they are still not sure 
exactly who are their enemies and who are their friends ted joining me here in washington the former director 
of central intelligence james woolsey former national security adviser retired lieutenant general brent 
scowcroft former reagan chief of staff kenneth duberstein and the former supreme allied commander of nato 
forces in europe retired general george jolowan and joining us from charlottesville virginia the former 
secretary of state

and very quickly let us go around and hear from each of you do we know who the enemy is not entirely we 
have an idea about bin laden or terrorist groups but we're not sure what state or states may be backing him 
certainly afghanistan is but some others like iraq may as well sorting this all out and winning will be one of 
the hardest things the united states has ever done when we hear statements uh such as the one we heard 
from the vice president today that he'd sure like to see osama bin laden's head on a on a planter would that 
do it is i mean is is is is that uh who we need to get and and then the rest of it will all sort of collapse of its 
own weight no it wouldn't collapse uh but it's a good place to start we know whether he was completely 
responsible for this one or not we know he's deeply involved it is a good place to start while we're sorting out 
who else may be involved what kinds of states are supporting them and in what way political question ken 
duberstein it's easy enough to sort of whip up support for this generalized image of an enemy but how do we 


keep that from slipping into a nasty form of uh anti-arab or anti-muslim bigotry here in the united states the 
president very much not only has to rally the american people but has to be a governor with a small g to 
make sure that everybody understands this is not simply instant gratification but it is for the long haul to find 
out whether people are for us countries or for us or against us to work the international community so that in 
fact we can define victory in a way that we can achieve it over the long term rather than just instantly trying to 
get osama bin laden's head on a platter that is a first step but it is a very early first step and it is not the 
comprehensive sustained 
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comprehensive sustained campaign that i think the president very much will pursue secretary eagleberger let 
me uh let me ask you as the former chief diplomat of this country how comfortable are you hearing all of this 
talk about those states those nations out there which have been supporters and sanctuaries for some of 
these terrorists being potential enemies in a what is it in effect a semi-declared war here well i'm not 
comfortable about it at all ted but the facts are the facts and it seems to me that we could pretty clearly 
identify some countries that we almost certainly know are behind some of this terrorism syria and the becca 
valley iraq almost certainly there may be there certainly are other countries that are involved afghanistan it's 
going to be a long tough haul and because there are governments involved it's going to be in a way both 
more difficult and easier more difficult in the sense you're taking on a state on occasion easier in the sense 
that it's identifiable you know what your targets would be there general joe wong as a as a former supreme 
allied commander you know what it's like to have to turn to your generals colonels majors and all the guys 
and women down the line and say here's your target here's your enemy is it clearly enough to find to be able 
to do that at this point what i was very impressed with the president said some very clear words get ready 
that's what he told our armed forces to do and that's what they're about they're getting ready for a whole 
series of contingencies in a in several different places and we have special operating forces down in tampa 
with their headquarters in tampa at the lower end where they're going to be able to to conduct the sort of 
raids and possible incursions that we're talking about against this terrorist organization all the way to our 
ships our aircraft our ground forces all of that is being looked at now to get ready to carry out what the 
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to get ready to carry out what the national command authority the president directs all of that is taking place 
now at a very high state of readiness if you were cia director now and you heard the president painting with 
as broad a brush as he was today in other words nobody's safe we're going to come after all you guys those 
who gave comfort support sanctuary as well as the others how nervous would you be when i say nervous i 
mean it's one thing to talk about it it's another thing to provide the kind of intelligence that our military is going 
to need do you have the capability at the cia to do that you have to make some improvements uh they need 
to get rid of some of these guidelines that were adopted in late 1995 i hasten to say after i left which makes it 
uh difficult not impossible but difficult to penetrate terrorist groups with spies because they deter case officers 
cia case officers from recruiting spies who may have some violence in their background well that's nice and 
moralistic but it makes about as much sense as telling the fbi to penetrate the mafia and not to recruit any 
crooks as informants they also need to have a steady and and solid level of funding the cia got a substantial 
increase in funding for covert operations against terrorist groups in 1999 in order to deal with y2k and they 
did it they helped stop a number of terrorist operations around the world including several focused on the 
united states and then the morning after uh to january 2000 arrives and the budgeteers and the executive 
branch in the congress brushed off their hands and said in good american fashion well we solved that 
problem so let's take the funding back down again but general scowcroft here's the problem i hear the 
director of the cia the former director of the cia is saying we've got to make some changes what he's telling 
me by implication is we're not ready to do the job yet we don't have the capability now well now is what we're 
talking about now but as the president said this is not going to be over in a hurry 
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to be over in a hurry we are dealing with the reality of now yeah today not a year from now i mean the the 
notion and and thank god i don't have the the responsibility but the notion of trying to penetrate osama bin 
laden's operation starting yesterday you know there's one group that ought to be penetrated right now and i 
think the fbi has the capability to do it which are terrorist groups in the united states now if most of these 
people are from arab backgrounds from muslim countries they're going to some of them be known by muslim 
americans or at least have suspicions one of the stupidest things that we could do is give anybody the idea 
that we are at war with islam or that we want to discriminate against americans of arab background or 
muslims a sikh who's not a muslim was killed because he was wearing a turban yesterday in phoenix and a 
pakistani american was killed today according to the press in texas and the president uh everybody in the 
media needs to make absolutely clear to americans that not only is it wrong but it also is incredibly stupid 
from the point of view of our being able to learn who the terrorists are we need the help of the muslim 
american self-destructive larry larry engleberger wants to get in go ahead mr secretary look if listening to all 
of you gentlemen i'm about ready to cut my wrists because it sounds from listening to all of you as if there's 
very little we can do now and i just think that's nonsense there is no question we have a great deal to do to fit 
ourselves for the longer term struggle but you cannot tell me that even with our inadequate uh intelligence 
sources we don't know a great deal about osama bin laden and where he is or where he may be and that we 
can find out i think reasonably reasonably quickly where he is you cannot tell me that we don't know where 
kabul 
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where kabul is and where afghanistan is and that there is some things we might be prepared to do there you 
can't tell me and on this jim woolsey's quite right you can't tell me that we can't make your major effort now 
on these sales here in the united states there are things we can do now that does not mean that we are 
prepared clearly for the long-term hall but don't make us sound as if we all went to sleep one day and 
nothing is now prepared at all that's nonsense it is clearly true that in the 70s and in the mid 90s we did a lot 
of stupid things that undercut the cia and our ability to gain intelligence we really it's in the 70s that most of 
this began and it isn't the cia's fault they were cut ribbons it isn't even the defense department's fault that 
they aren't structured to deal with this yet but that doesn't mean they can't be this is a long-term haul but in 
the meantime of course there are some things we can do and we ought to do them but larry larry the point i 
think several of us are making is perhaps we can take out osama bin laden now but that's not going to solve 
a long-time terrorist issue and the answer is to do it in a very systematic way both short term and long term 
have a comprehensive strategy that is not that is not indiscriminate you need to pinpoint through intelligence 
sources etc what must be done and do it prudently and you need to get the american people to buy in not 
only for the short term but also the long haul absolutely right ken my only point was in listening to you 
gentlemen it began to sound as if we were dead in the water there wasn't anything we could do there isn't 
one thing you said that i disagree with this is a long haul it's going to take a lot of changes but that doesn't 
mean there aren't some things we can do now absolutely but the things we do the things we do now still 
ought to be carefully prepared one 
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still ought to be carefully prepared one of the problems overall gentlemen i'm i'm glad you're all warmed up 
because we're only starting to get into the really difficult stuff let's move on to another of the president's 
comments when he returned to the white house this afternoon the american people are used to a conflict 
where there was a beachhead or a desert to cross or known military targets there may that may occur but 
right now we're facing people who hit and run they hide in caves we'll get them out so the question is where 
is the enemy and here's nightline's john donovan traditionally finding the enemy has been a question of 
locating a nation on a map and looking for soft spots and while you can draw up a map of the nations that 
maybe are harboring the networks that attack the us extending from europe across the middle east to 
southeast asia the enemy this time must also be seen for what it is an army of individual men individual faces 
like these believed to be some of tuesday's hijackers who proved that in fact they do know how to be 
invisible which makes them as the secretary of state said this morning extremely difficult to find this is an 


enemy that intends to remain hidden it's a very resourceful enemy and so we have to attack on all fronts but 
attack how recent u.s victories have ridden on advanced weapons and smart bombs the u.s has jets over 
new york and carriers off the coast this time however winning will depend on something else and it's called 
smart policing only this morning the fbi flew a man 
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only this morning the fbi flew a man named zacharias musawi from minnesota to new york his case is being 
followed today by abc's brian ross he was taken into custody august 17th in minneapolis after his behavior at 
a minneapolis flight school raised suspicions he showed up with thousands of dollars in cash and wanted to 
learn quickly how to fly a 747 to take flight simulator lessons and he told the instructors there that he only 
really cared about flying the plane in a horizontal position he didn't really care about takeoffs or landings also 
in the last 24 hours a san antonio doctor was brought to new york for questioning he's believed to be linked 
to two of the suicide bombers and two men detained wednesday in fort worth texas also brought to new york 
they were found carrying box cutters and twenty thousand dollars cash on an amtrak train in some cases 
people detained since tuesday have already been released presumably some innocent people are being 
swept up the problem is a terrorist is not going to show up in a military uniform on a battlefield he can be 
anywhere in this country in europe in safe harbor in any of the suspect countries it will require intelligence 
actions legal actions financial actions military actions diplomatic and political actions all part of a 
comprehensive campaign not to go after just one person but to go after a network the al-qaeda network the 
secretary of state mentioned means finding a way to separate bin laden's followers from bin laden's money i 
think we have to go after the financial sources that osama bin laden and others used to finance this thing 
abc's john miller says this has been tried before and they had a degree of success with that as to the to the 
extent that they could identify where his funds were but they quickly learned that bin laden has access to 
funds from outside his resources and outside his families in every war until now 
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in every war until now foot soldiers in the enemy's army were basically anonymous and that didn't matter 
much but this enemy uses anonymity as a weapon to cross borders and plan attacks and carry them out it's 
why finding the enemy is so difficult as melodramatic as this may have sounded a week ago we now know 
that he can be anyone and he can be anywhere including next door ted and we are back once again with a 
distinguished panel general john let me begin with you normally the question of where the enemy is is not 
even a question but this time it is and and how complicated is that going to make the military side of this 
equation extremely complicated we're not dealing as was said often here with a nation state uh unless we 
found out it's going to be state sponsored or a front line you're dealing with a network of terrorists very 
difficult it's going to require much more than just military it's going to require in our own formation of 
organizations a coalition of organizations law enforcement intelligence military and others to be able to root 
them out and also work with our allies and our friends to have a global approach to this it's going to take that 
sort of effort if we do get clear information that this is space state sponsored or we have information of 
exactly where bin laden and his uh training camps or headquarters would be we could take the sort of 
conventional means to take it to take those out i don't think it's going to be that easy it's going to be much 
more difficult i was going to say that the conventional means to take it out let's say he hunkers down he and 
his organization hunkers down general scowcroft in afghanistan that's pretty unfriendly turf isn't it it's 
extremely unfriendly turf as as the soviets found out to their 
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as as the soviets found out to their dismay but i suspect the pakistanis may know pretty closely where he is 
certainly some of the taliban do he can hunker down but sooner or later he has to communicate and we 
ought to be better than he at the communications business he has to get money and he has to this loose 
network he has to operate i heard i heard a story today i don't know if if any one of you uh has heard it and 
secretary eagleburger if you have i'd love you to jump in on it that one of the ways they have been getting 


money they actually sold they they they bought short on insurance companies prior to the bombing of the the 
world trade centers so in effect one of the ways that they are gathering income you're nodding your head uh 
mr woolsey you heard that story yes i heard it uh just through the press i mean if if this is the way that these 
guys are making money among others is is that something you can stop easily well one thing we have to try 
to do is enlist the help of some of these offshore banking uh havens in taking some of the steps that 
switzerland has begun to take for example to break down some of the more uh troubling aspects of bank 
secrecy if we can limit him to moving cash around by courier it's going to slow him up it won't stop him but we 
need some help from these offshore bank havens and the countries that can put pressure on them to get a 
better handle on how he moves his money secretary eagleburger we have been i think with good reason 
lecturing the the russians for years now on the the genocidal campaign they've been launching against the 
chechens but it looks as though we and the russians may have to make alliance now against muslim 
fundamentalism or at least some aspects of it can you see 
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least some aspects of it can you see us and the russians actually getting in bed together on this depends on 
how you define getting in bed ted but certainly i can see us moving much closer together and in fact it leads 
to to a thought here which is maybe now we will be a little less anxious to lecture others who respond to 
terrorist attacks as we every time anything happens in israel we keep telling the israelis oh cool it don't do 
anything i think it's about time we understood that that's easier said than done and i think now we may feel 
that more but yes as far as the russians are concerned i think we can see ourselves at least much more 
sharing intelligence information it may be a while before we are acting militarily together that i don't even 
exclude that but for example as well i think we have an opportunity with india that we haven't had for some 
time they have been the subject of real terrorist messes and i think they're going to be anxious to try to to 
combine to try to help what is fascinating ted about this is how much washington and the country has 
fundamentally changed in this last week a week ago we were all talking about the dangers of unilateralism 
and now we are talking about putting together a coalition in support whether it's the pakistanis or the indians 
or the brits or the saudis that all of a sudden the world has in fact fundamentally changed and the approach 
of the united states is not go it alone but it is reach out and build this kind of coalition that can find terrorism 
at its sources we are talking about enemies in many different places we have spent most of this segment 
talking about enemies overseas but as we have seen from the events of this past week the enemies that we 
are going to have to worry about that most of our citizens i believe are most worried about right now are 
those who may already be within our borders now general general one is this a 
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now general general one is this a military problem or is this a police problem i think a little bit of both if i could 
use an analogy our borders are porous we watch uh 200 metric tons of a chemical called cocaine comes into 
this country every year we need to find a way to to have a better cooperation and a better organization along 
our own borders with all the disparate elements that are there to include the military and it has to be linked to 
something called homeland defense we have a joint command now in norfolk the joint forces command that 
has that responsibility but the cooperation that's needed with all those agencies that i've mentioned with the 
military are going to be needed and hooked into norad or our early warning headquarters as well that has not 
taken place look the the president's first overseas visitor chief of state was the president of mexico president 
fox right and he was talking about in effect opening the border much more than it has been open already has 
that changed in other words as has the reality on the ground changed are our borders going to have to 
become less porous is that one of the changes we're going to see where your entry points are and how 
people flow across is one thing the organization of of how we put together everything from customs border 
control the immigration and national nationalization service the dea the military how you put all that together 
in an organization that's unified is going to be a challenge it's not trying to restrict more and more people 
from coming across it's what our organization is along our borders very quickly uh jim woolsey if i could just 
hear from you your answer to the question that i posed to the general is this a military problem a police 
problem 
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a military problem a police problem uh because someone's got to be in charge right someone's going to be 
running it and they run it in different ways now inside the country historically it would of course be principally 
a question for law enforcement and for those agencies that deal with violations of visas and that sort of thing 
but as george says the problem is that that is very diffuse because we have state authorities we have local 
authorities we have the fbi uh we have immigration service and they don't work together all that well i think 
the structure and discipline and organization of the military to get everybody working together on some of 
these problems is going to be needed all right we're going to be coming back to some of these same areas 
but this may be a good time to stop and move on to our third general topic based on the president's remarks 
this afternoon it's a widespread organization based upon one thing terrorizing they can't stand freedom they 
hate what america stands for so this will be a long campaign a determined campaign a campaign that will 
use the resources of the united states to win so the question is how do we fight the war and again we turn to 
my nightline colleague chris bjordy the first reservists called up 35 000 of them are being mobilized to help in 
the cleanup patrol the skies and guard against more terrorism it is only the beginning today the 
administration was clearly laying the groundwork for a protracted bloody and difficult war it's not like well 
even desert storm where we had a buildup for a few months four days of combat and it was over with this is 
going to be the kind of work that will probably take years because the focus has to be not just on any one 
individual the problem here is terrorism since the end of the cold war americans have become accustomed to 
quick clean conflicts whose sanitized images resemble video games the precision bombs of the 
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video games the precision bombs of the 42-day war against iraq or the 78-day air campaign over kosovo 
conducted without losing a single nato airman today administration officials warned without explicitly saying 
so to expect american troops coming home in body bags the era of antiseptic warfare planes dropping 
bombs from twenty thousand feet cruise missiles flying off in the night no one getting hurt on the united 
states or the coalition side that will not work with this enemy let there be no doubt what don rumsfeld and 
other people in the cabinet are doing at this point is trying to prepare the american people for some bad 
news that bad news is likely to be that american people in the military are likely to get killed in the pursuit of 
the war that has now been launched on terrorism of course more than 5 000 american civilians are already 
presumed dead and today the secretary of state suggested further casualties may spread beyond the 
battlefield you don't want to kill innocent civilians but if civilians are terrorists and they have made themselves 
the object of our wrath as the president vice president have said what kind of force is this war going to take 
obviously if they're going to be dropping bombs and firing missiles the air force and the navy are going to be 
primarily involved in that activity but also there is talk of using special forces special operations troops those 
are folks that would go into hostile territory do surveillance and even be involved in trying to track down and 
kill those that are the focus make no mistake this was an act of war against the united states and all of our 
people and we will not be divided the price tag too is still largely an unknown the 40 billion dollars congress 
has 
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the 40 billion dollars congress has already okayed is merely a down payment according to abc news capitol 
hill correspondent linda douglas members of both parties right now are saying there may be no end in sight 
when it comes to new spending spending for protecting the country spending for fighting what they're calling 
a war spending for rebuilding the damaged areas congress is going to approve all this new spending in 20 
billion dollar chunks and they're expecting many of those chunks before this is over so here in washington 
the administration is beating the war drums loud and clear the message could hardly be more grim 
americans should prepare for a conflict on a scale not seen since vietnam a costly lengthy and deadly war 
ted thank you chris beary and i'd like to begin with ken dubristine this is in many respects a a question of 
political conditioning the administration has clearly begun that process but we haven't been very good at this 
notion of understanding that war causes casualties in fact past administrations going back about 20 years 


now have left the american public with the impression that you can fight a war and not lose any of our guys 
yeah but i think things have fundamentally changed now i think what happened last tuesday has so shocked 
the american people that they are willing to go to battle stations you know there is no margin for error the 
president has to get it right this is something that they have to lay out in a long-term strategy they have to 
have it well coordinated they have to think it through and they have to continue to sell to the american people 
right now the american people are angry and i would imagine that they will be even angrier in the days ahead 
iam we all are but you also have to be conditioned to say this is not going to be easy this is not the cold war 
this is not bringing down the berlin wall this in fact will have to be fought a 
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this in fact will have to be fought a number of places this won't be just missiles this won't just be special 
forces it will also involve the treasury department it will involve the justice department it will involve all sorts of 
different entities not simply the military this is an all-out commitment that the president is asking but he has to 
define the mission and the objective and then commit overwhelming force to get it done let me turn to larry 
eagleburger you and i have talked many times about this in the past and each of us has expressed 
frustration over the fact that we've done such a lousy job of educating the american public to the notion that 
fighting wars is not without cost do you think the president has time to do that well i think ken is right to begin 
with i think in if there's no other comparison with pearl harbor there is this one pearl harbor generated an 
american approach to the war which was total and we were intent on winning it i think this has done the 
same thing if the president now can lead and use that i think you have a national consensus which probably 
ted means that this issue of american losses is at least to a great degree attenuated one of the things and 
we talked about this that i thought was wrong with the kosovo effort was we pushed a button somebody died 
and it didn't cost us anything and we began to think that was what war was like ken is right this is not that 
kind of a war but i have one other point to make if i may we talk about how hard it will be to get osama bin 
laden or some other terrorist i said earlier that i thought there was one sense that this was easier than we 
said and that is because if we know that some countries are involved they have real estate that is open to 
attack now i am not the worst warmonger in the world tacitus 
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the worst warmonger in the world tacitus once said that he made it desert and called it peace i'm not 
prepared to go that far yet but i will say to you that the taliban they have houses they have offices they know i 
mean they they're in kabul they they live there and we know where they live and it would seem to me the 
taliban ought to be putting a little check on the wall to say you know am i a target it's not just a question of 
osama bin laden it's the taliban as an example i think there are more objectives that we can handle than we 
think there are you know what scares me about that jim woolsey it sounds as though what secretary 
eagleberger is talking about is precisely the kind of policy that the israelis have been exercising over the last 
few months against the palestinians we know where the palestinian leadership lives we know who has been 
behind some of these and they have gone and they have specifically assassinated particular leaders and the 
end result has been not less terrorism but more well whether the tactic is for us to do the shooting with 
precise weapons and precision bombs and the like or something else it seems to me the strategy ought to be 
to focus particularly on those regimes that offer sucker and assistance uh to uh the terrorists and the two 
leading ones i think are the taliban in afghanistan and saddam hussein's regime in iraq there are others but 
let's focus on a couple nobody right now nobody forgive me for interrupting nobody right now is suggesting 
that iraq had anything to do with this in fact quite the caucus i don't think it matters i don't think it matters i 
think it is quite clear that iraq has been sponsoring terrorism around the world and i think there is a very 
reasonable argument that they were involved in the 93 world trade center bombing there's no statute of 
limitation on terrorism i don't care whether or not we get them for 93 or for for this it seems to me that what 
we ought to do is look at those states like iraq and the taliban in afghanistan where there is substantial 
domestic opposition to them and work as much as 
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opposition to them and work as much as we can through others through the kurds in the north and the shia 
and the south against saddam through the northern alliance even though masood is dead and through some 
of the rebels in the south against the taliban we need muslim allies they're spreading your army awfully thin 
aren't they they really are but again i didn't say our army scientists i understand but we never left we have to 
get the world community to buy in also we have had a very important decision by nato for example to declare 
this what they call an article five which is an attack upon one it's an attack upon also and they've been very 
clear already today that that doesn't mean that they're giving the united states a a blank sheet i think they 
want to be consulted as we go along however i don't think that uh that limits the unilateral action if the united 
states wants to take it the the clarity that's going to be needed in here as we go through this after we get 
through the the the rhetoric is what do you want the military to do and when do you want them to do it and to 
what degree do you want them to do it that clarity is not there the military is preparing many different options 
but i think in the end we will do it at some form of coalition with our allies a political question ken duberstein 
to you first but please feel free to jump in if any one of you has an answer the degree of american will if in 
fact there are more instances like the ones that occurred on tuesday of last week if there's another one in 
chicago and another one in los angeles and another one in houston how long is the american public 
prepared to endure that kind of assault on the homeland we have never known that kind of a war we are not 
prepared for very long but what we are prepared for is to do both a short term and a long term we can in fact 
i think isolate some of this terrorist 
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isolate some of this terrorist organization islam bin laden and others but that just taking care of him won't 
solve the issue and i think what the american people want is to cleanse if we possibly can the world 
community but this is also not a time to settle old schools if in fact the administration and the agency don't 
have any evidence that saddam hussein was involved in all deference to my friends this is not the time to do 
it the president has to lay out the mission the president has to come up with the objectives and then the 
game plan for getting the job done i think the american people have the will and let's pray that there aren't 
any more terrorist actions generally let me have scope give a quick answer and then i'll come to you well with 
all respect i think the first target ought to be osama bin laden right while we're figuring out what kind of 
support we can get from these other people who have been the environment supporting the terrorists let's go 
after osama bin laden and get him and it's not going to be with cruise missiles or bombs it's going to have to 
be with special forces do you not think that osama bin laden has at least been careful enough in his planning 
to say to his cohorts on the day that i am captured or killed absolutely i want some things to start happening 
in every major capital of nato uh i mean far from it being the beginning of the end it's going to be the 
beginning of the beginning it may be but in this case we have no choice you say how long will the american 
people sustain these things in other cities we don't have any choice we we can't quit this war we've got to win 
it absolutely dad gentlemen i'll tell you what we've we've got to move on to our last uh last segment and then 
no don't worry secretary eagleburger i'm going to come to you and 
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eagleburger i'm going to come to you and make sure that you have a chance to to to dominate that land out 
of control yes i know he's already run 50 of it our last go for it larry oh that gentleman our last topic for our 
panel this evening is based on these remarks from the president this crusade this war on terrorism uh is 
going to take a while and the american people must be patient i'm going to be patient but i can assure the 
american people i am determined so what does constitute victory that after all is what the president was 
implying that we will stay the course until victory is achieved here's my nightline colleague john donde how 
will we Know when we have defeated the enemy this was the secretary of state this morning the measure of 
success at the end of the day will be no more attacks like this or of any other nature against the united states 
and our interest around the world can we find some firemen up there in other words this never happens 
again colin powell when he was the nation's top soldier insisted that americans only commit to war when the 
military had a clear-cut achievable goal part of what's called the powell doctrine but is defeating terrorists 
achievable is it even necessarily up to the military abc's john mcweathy covers the pentagon in this kind of 


conflict the united states is fighting it on all fronts they're fighting it here at home they're fighting it through 
banking systems through the fbi through international law enforcement the powell doctrine does not address 
that kind of issue the problem with terrorists is that they can be enormously resilient they don't need a lot in 
the way of resources or manpower to launch an attack it is never really clear if and when they have been 
defeated say the u.s kills or captures osama bin laden abc's 
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kills or captures osama bin laden abc's john miller again if you take bin laden out do you take out the whole 
organization it would appear that bin laden is operating with a high level of sophistication you would almost 
have to assume that he has told his command staff if anything happens to me this is where the resources are 
this is how to access them in a lot of ways what's being talked about sounds like the so-called war on drugs 
in the sense that you can never really know when the goal has been achieved there isn't going to be a d day 
there won't be a formal surrender america's war against terrorism may turn out to be very much like the one 
that israel has been fighting for generations which is not an encouraging example the israelis too have tried 
to find targets and have bombed many of them they have tracked down and assassinated leaders of the 
groups responsible for terrorist acts often the result is just another wave of terrorism you don't ever hear the 
israelis talk about this sort of war as a kind that anybody wins but today that's what the president was 
predicting for america it is time for us to win the first war of the 21st century decisively so that our children 
and our grandchildren can live peacefully and yet even the people closest to the president acknowledge that 
a final victory in the sense we have always understood it may never come there's not going to be an end 
date what we're going to say there it's all over with it's going to require constant vigilance on our part to avoid 
problems in the future in the meantime they are warning americans that waging war this way means we will 
all be brought into it we should all have a heightened sense of awareness a terrorist can do any kind of an 
attack any place at any time it is not physically possible to defend every place at every time and civil liberties 
may be curtailed 
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and civil liberties may be curtailed we need for the laws relating to terrorism to at least give us the same kind 
of surveillance and search capacity that we have against organized crime abc's linda douglas has been 
following this discussion on capitol hill there's been resistance to giving the attorney general more of these 
powers in the past from conservatives who want to protect privacy and civil libertarians but everyone in 
congress now agrees the mood has changed dramatically and the attorney general is likely to get what he 
wants there was another point that administration officials only alluded to on the talk shows this morning and 
it's this as america sets out to defeat the terrorists they will set out to defeat america war may well come 
home to this country in the form of more terrorist acts for the first time since the civil war the front lines will be 
right outside our front doors ted pretty depressing i i think you'd all agree and since since you secretary 
eagleburger the one who uh who is trying to encourage us the most go ahead how how do we know when 
we've won this thing well i think you have to start we we've got to get back to some first principles this is the 
united states of america it's not israel we have a huge resources at our command and we have an american 
people and i think we've demonstrated it over the last week who when they get angry have no challenge that 
they can't meet and we have listened and it is depressing if you if you start where we've started but the fact 
of the matter is there is nothing we can't do if we put our minds to it now this is not to say we will ever have 
total victory but let me give you some examples number one if we can clean out the cells in the united states 
and more important if we can as we should have a decade ago put real security at our airports if we had had 
those airplanes so that they couldn't be couldn't be hijacked we wouldn't have this mess so there are some 
things that 
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this mess so there are some things that are relatively easy compared with some of the other problems to do 
and one of them is airport security another is to do what we can to assure security within the borders of the 
united states not easy but a lot more can be done how much of a victory that is i don't know but it's a 
substantial one if we don't have to look at across our shoulders to see what's going to hit us from the back 
the second thing is it seems to me as the secretary said if and when we can see that there has been a 
substantial diminution in terrorism not just against u.s interests but against the interests of the civilized west 
and if that goes on for some period of time and it will take a long time to get there then i think we can claim 
more or less success this isn't to say some terrorists won't pop up somewhere but with great planning and all 
of the things that everybody said in your program tonight most of it uh sensible although i must say i think we 
have to understand that this terrorist attack has been going on for some years now and the antecedents 
mean that we should be attacking anybody we can find we don't have to just worry about the new york attack 
but with that aside it seems to me if we put our minds to it recognize that it's going to take time and a lot of 
money i think we can do it all right reality check mr woolsey when we talk about a lot of time i think we need 
to think in terms of how long it uh how long terrorism of one form or another has been going on in northern 
ireland i think we have to look at how long terrorism of one kind or another has been going on uh in israel i 
think we have to are there any number of examples that you can give is when we are talking about a lot of 
time is that what you have in mind i'm afraid so i think years perhaps decades we one reason or a couple 
reasons crusade is a bad word to use here one is a crusade tends to 
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to use here one is a crusade tends to have a enthusiasm and then an end the crusaders captured jerusalem 
it turned out that wasn't the end they eventually got defeated by saladin and chased out it's another reason 
it's not such a good word the third reason it's not a very good word is it's certainly not a good word for 
muslims because the crusaders killed a lot of muslims and they changed all the mosques to churches in 
jerusalem and muslims when they want to insult us say that we are crusaders there is nothing more 
important than this than having muslim allies we have to try to drain the swamp over there in i think 
afghanistan and iraq others may disagree but at least there otherwise we're just swatting mosquitoes bin 
laden is a very deadly mosquito but if we can't drain the swamp we can't get the job done and we can't drain 
the swamp without muslim help both here at home and over there so this is a war i am hearing that is likely 
to go on for years if not decades it is a war uh where we may discover that the end has come six months 
after it ended i don't know i mean we're not going to know it for sure are we is that what we're hearing 
probably not but one of the things we have to remember local terrorism probably can go on forever this is a 
worldwide network however and that depends on some kind of communication and if we can get inside these 
networks we can find out before anything happens it's going to happen that ought to be our goal and if we 
can do that i would say that's victory general gentlemen absolutely i think bin laden and his organization 
ought to be priority number one but key and i'll let the diplomats and politicians here talk to it we need to 
provide leadership in a worldwide basis to get other nations to cooperate with us to sort of uh cut the ring on 
this guy so he so he doesn't have the freedom of movement he 
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doesn't have the freedom of movement he doesn't have sanctuaries and that's going to require great 
leadership not only here at home but abroad to get these nations to join us and i i truly think if we do that we 
could minimize i don't think you're ever going to eliminate you could minimize the impact that is having but 
you have to go after the guy now i hate to use your euphemism head of the snake but you have to go out the 
head of the snake right now and that happens to be in my opinion bin laden you remember the you 
remember medusa all right she had a she had a whole head full of snakes there i have ai have a fear ken 
doorstein you made reference uh a few minutes ago to the extraordinary reaction of the american public and 
how united the american public seems to be uh i i don't want to be the voice of pessimism here but i i have 
seen these things happen too often over the years where during the first week or two of an engagement or 
sometimes even the first six months or so of an engagement the american public can be tremendously 
supportive and then the body bags start coming home i think this is a defining moment for this generation of 


americans every bit as much as vietnam or the assassination of john kennedy was a defining moment for my 
generation what i have sensed listening to people is not simply that it is a one week or two week buy in but 
with the president's leadership with a carefully spelled out mission with clear objectives both short term and 
long term with going after who we think did it osama bin laden as a beginning but not as an end i think you 
will see the american people very much in sync very much together it will require the president using the 
bully pulpit like he's never used it before and yet i think the opportunity is there because the american people 
are not only angry but are getting angrier they must

but are getting angrier they must understand not instant gratification but an awful lot of markers along the 
way gentlemen you you you have certainly raised enough of the warning flags to let us know how difficult this 
is going to be each of you has also sounded at least a a tiny note of optimism some of you even more than 
that on the note of optimism that you have just sounded mr duperstein let me thank all of you very much for 
joining us mr secretary thank you for joining us also and yet another perspective on the devastation a 
camera shooting from a coast guard helicopter earlier today once the world trade center towered over the 
rest of manhattan now the rest of manhattan enshrouds the little that is left of the world trade center there is 
no reason to doubt the brave words today expressing confidence in america's character and resolve but the 
first essential element of courage is a clear-eyed acceptance of what lies ahead and that road will not be 
easy abc news will continue to provide coverage of all the latest developments overnight on world news now 
we hope then that you will stay with abc news tomorrow for good morning america and then of course later in 
the evening peter jennings with world news tonight we'll also have an abc news special at 10 o'clock eastern 
tomorrow evening and monday night we'll close the day with a one-hour edition of nightline that's our report 
for tonight i'm ted koppel in washington for all of us here at abc news good night we leave you tonight with a
